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DETECTED BY A FLOURISH 


Five Down-Towa Banks Victims of Al- 
bert §. Moore’s Forgeries. 
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PAST RIVER SILK COMPANY INVOLVED 


Must Bear the Brunt of Losses— 
The Forger Got Not Less than 
$52,400—How He Played 
His Game. 


Five down-town banks must leok to the 
courts for $50,000 or more, which they gave 
up on forged paper, and the East River 
Silkk Company of Astoria, L. I., has been 
involved by the operations of the com- 
pany’s Treasurer, Albert S. Moore. Ex- 


posure landed Moore in the Tombs yester- 
day, and placed attachments on the» silk 
works to make good his stealings. 

The company had an office in the Cotton 
Exchange Building, whére Moore held 
forth. It adjoined the offices of Inman, 
Swann & Co., the firm of cotton brokers 
in which Rapid Transit Commissioner John 
H. Inman is senior partner. Moore had 
been employed by the cotton firm for about 
five years until last November. He got a 
minor clerkship at first on letters that he 
presented from Brewsters, N. Y., where 
he had been a school teacher. His indus- 
try and aptitude in any work to which he 
was put advanced him in the. office, until 
he became the firm’s head bookkeeper. 
In the time while he was adapting himself 
to commercial life, he impressed the firm 
and his office associates as studious and 
painstaking, and singularly free from the 
follies to which some young men yield. 

Moore became a member of an up-town 
church, and Superintendent of its Sunday- 
school. Those who thought they knew him 
best, believed that he led a thoroughly 
consistent life. He had a wife and two 
children, and seemed devoted to them. His 
home life was quiet and unpretentious. He 
lived at 100 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Street, a short distance 
from the Second Collegiate Reformed 
Church, which he joined. 

John H. Inman in November last heard 
that Moore was speculating in stocks and 
cotton. Moore admitted it when questioned. 
He was thereupon discharged, with three 
months’ salary, for violating an office rule 
of the firm, which’ every employe knew. His 
frugality had enabled him while with the 
firm to acquire a substantial interest in the 
East River Silk Company. On leaving In- 
man, Swann & Co., he became Treasurer of 
the silk company, and occupied its office. 
The firm said nothing of his discharge or 
of the reason for it, and since he estab- 
lished himself so close to his former quar- 
ters, he carried with him the excellent repu- 
tation he had made there. It served him 
well with the banks, in which he encour- 
aged the impression that John H. Inman 
was his friend and sponsor. This impres- 
sion was further strengthened by the fact 
that Robert W. Inman, a member of the 
cotton firm; was President of ‘the silk com- 
pany. 

Moore’s discharge by Inman, Swann & Co. 
did not abate the fever he had caught for 
speculation. The game was beyond him, 
however, and in order to bolster himself, he 
prepared a draft in February, on which he 
forged an acceptance by Robert W. In- 
man. The draft was signed by himself for 
the silk company. One of the banks in 
which he carried an account. discounted the 
draft for him without question. The ease 
with which he obtained the money, led him 
to extend his operations until five banks— 
the Bank of New-York, the Southern Na- 
tional, the United States National, the Bank 
ef America, and the National Union—were 
carrying the same kind. of paper,.and he 
had added to his forgeries the names of 
Inman, Swann & Co. and of. John Menke, 
a commission merchant’ and dealer in silks 
and ribbons, at 19 Greene Street. The East 
River Silk Company had consigned goods 
to him. 

He worked the scheme steadily and suc- 
cessfully until this week. On Tuesday he 
obtained a cashier’s check from the Na- 
tional Union Bank, to cover a draft for 
$12,000, on which he had indorsed his own 
name- and the names of Robert W. Inman 
and of Inman, Swann & Co. When President 
Joseph C. Hendrix of the National Union 
Bank looked over the bank’s newly-acquired 
paper that evening, he thought a flourish 
at the end of the signature of Inman, 
Swann & Co. awkward and unnatural. 
Then, for the first time since Moore began 
his operations,.it occurred to a bank officer 
to inquire into the indorsement.. The re- 
sult was exposure. The amount Mogre ob- 
tained by the forgeries is not definitely 
known. It could not have been less than 
52,400 net. Estimates of his gross re- 
ceipts, which were partly offset by repay- 
ments, exceed the net amount several times 
over. 

What occurred when President Hendrix 
decided to investigate was set forth yester- 
day in a formal statement issued by his 
bank, as follows: 


The more he studied the two signatures of Rob- 
ert W. Inman and of Inman, Swann & Co., the 
more his suspicious increased, and he at once 
sent his messenger to the firm’s office in the 
Cotton Exchange Building to have the signatures 
verified. As there was no one at the affice of 
the firm who could answer ‘the question, Mr. 
Hendrix left word at his bank that early’ on 
Wednesday morning the signatures should be 
verified. Accordingly, on Wednesday Robert W. 
Inman of the firm called at the bank and in- 
formed the President that while he was not ab- 
solutely certain that his own signature was not 
correct, he thought it was a forgery, and he was 
certain that that.of the firm was a forgery, as 
he had no authority to sign the firm’s name to 
such a piece of paper, and that the signature 
imitated was the firm’s signature as he made it. 

The National Union Bank at once made rec- 
lamation from the bank which had cashed the 
eashier’s check, and secured all of the proceeds, 
leaving in dispute some_ certifications made 
against the deposit of the East River Silk Com- 
-pany. Attachment was obtained against the 

roperty of the East River Silk Company and 
ts bank accounts at once. 

The National Union Bank has recovered all 
of its funds, but President Hendrix states that 
it feels obligated to adjust a difference of about 
$2,225 in a satisfactory way to the bank which 
had certified against the cashier’s check. When 
asked what led him to’ suspect the indorsements 
were forgeries, Mr. Hendrix said there was noth- 
ing beyond the awkward curl to the final part 
of the firm’s signature to arouse a suspicion at 
the beginning. “ , 

Robert W, Inman, on further reflection, and 
investigation on Wednesday, declared that his 
own signature to the paper was a forgery. 


When John H. Inman saw the forged in- 
dorsement on the National Union draft he 
sent for Moore, and asked him how far he 
had gone in this business. Moore, not at all 
disconcerted, replied: 

“I have lost a good deal of money, but 
this draft cen easily be made right. We 
can fix it here and now. Let Robert In- 
man write the firm’s name on its’ back. 
Then it will be all right.” 

- Having thus expressed his opinion Moore 
withdrew as calmly as if returning to his 
desk. 

Inquiries were sent at once among the 
banks to learn what Moore had done. It 
appeared that in addition to the National 
Union draft for $12,000 he had negotiated 
with the VLank of New-York for $2,500, 
with the Southern National for $3,300, of 
which he had drawn out $2,900; with the 
United States National for $10,000, and 
with the Bank of America for $25,000, all 
on forged indorsements. These drafts would 
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have brought him $52,400, 


less discounts. 
He had borrowed additionally on drafts 
which he paid when due, and he had also 
made some loans legitimately, the Bank of 
America’s entire claim being $40,000. When 
exposure came the Southern National had 
a forged draft of $3,100 under advisement. 

In his dealings with the banks Moore 
had used the Inman names freely. One of 
his applications was recalled in: which he 
presented the acceptance of Robert W. 
Inman, The banker suggested that the 
firm’s acceptance be added. Moore said he 
could easily get it. He returned to the 
bank in a few minutes with the name of 
Inman, Swann & Co. across the draft. In 
the drafts in which Mr. Menke was signed 
as acceptor Moore used a stamp, making 
the draft payable at the Nationa] Citizens’ 
Bank. Mr. Menke, of course, denied the in- 
dorsement. The signature in no way re- 
sembled his. 

When Moore’s victims’ had gathered to- 
gether Wednesday afternoon they consult- 
ed regarding the best means to proceed., It 
was decided to attach the silk factory. 
Robert W. Inman had no objection to this 
course, since he had retired from the com- 
pany several months ago, and had been 
succeeded in the Presidency by. Alfred 
Ruegg, a practical operator in silk. Sher- 
iff’s officers were accordingly sent to As- 
torla to watch the property over night, and 
to serve the attachment the first thing yes- 
terday morning. When they had performed 
their duty it was learned that the com- 
pany’s liabilities were $75,000, and its as- 
sets $86,000, consisting of merchandise and 
raw materials, $61,000; and plant, $25,000. 
The attachment was by the Bank of Amer- 
ica for $40,177, for money loaned from Nov. 
9, 1894, to June 3, 1895. The National Union 
Bank obtained an attachment for $3,956. 
Attachments were also obtained against the 
silk company’s goods in the hands of va- 
rious firms in the city. 

When the conference had decided on at- 
tachments, attention was turned to Moore. 
John H. Inman felt confident that Moore 
would appear at his office yesterday morn- 
ing. - Assistant Cashier Jewett of the Na- 
tional Union Bank was instructed to make 
the charge. He delivered his warrant about 
midday to Wall Street detectives, who 
found Moore at his office and arrested him. 

Moore had counsel at the Tombs, but he 
would say nothing about the case. Bail 
was fixed at $10,000. 

The -East River Silk Company, which 
must bear the brunt of the losses or suc- 
cumb to them, Moore having signed drafts 
as its Treasurer, was not a large enterprise, 
but it stood well in the trade. Besides 
Mr. Menke, Vietor& Achelis, Graef 
& Co., ‘Hitchcock & Co., and_ such 
houses handled its goods. It was 
incorporated under New-Jersey laws, with 
a capita] stock of $30,000, which was after- 
ward increased to $50,000, and began busi- 
ness in February, 1893. It leased the fac- 
tory at Astoria and spent considerable 
money on the plant. The company had 
no capital rating. It operated one hun- 
dred looms on various kinds of broad goods, 
pongees,. surahs, satins, and linings, sold 
the product through commission houses and 
employed about eighty persons. 

Moore ' while employed. with Inman, 
Swann & Co. handled yarns on his own ac- 
count for several mils. .He began this 
latter business in 1890, and in February, 
1894, he claimed to have aj,net capital in 
stoek, outstanding and cash,: of $7,000, that 
he discaqunted all out-of-town, bills, . and 
took sixty days on local- purchases. ' When 
he became Treasurer of the East River Silk 
Company he said he owned. or was to own 
the $20,000 preferred stock of the company. 
This claim, which seems to have been based 
on an option he had for that stock from 
Robert W. Inman, enabled him to control 
entirely the company’s finances. 


ALLEN THOMAS MINISTER TO VENEZUELA 


His Fitness for the Post Recognized— 
Other Presidential Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The President 
has appointed Allen Thomas, who since 
January,1894,has been Consul at La Guayra, 
to be United States Minister at Venezuela. 
Mr. Thomas was appointed Consul almost 
without political support or recommenda- 
tion, and his selection as Minister from a 
number of applicants is solely due to the 
President’s confidence in his fitness, largely 
based upon the acceptable manner in which 
he has performed his Consular duties. 

This appointment is in line with the 
efforts the President has made to improve 
the Diplomatic and Consular Service, not 
only by a careful selection of those enter- 
ing the service, but by the promotion of 
those who have demonstrated fitness and 
a disposition to be useful at less important 

osts. 

Pcrhe President. also made the following 
Consular appointments: James B. Cafiin, 
at St. Helena; Horatio R. Bigelow of 
Pennsylvania, at Rouen, France, and Will- 
iam KE. Mantins of New-York, at Turin, 
Italy. 

The President also appointed Emory F. 
3est of the District of Columbia to be an 
Assistant Commissioner of the Land Of- 
fice, vice E. A. Browers, resigned. 


WILL ,BE NO HORSE RACING AT CHICAGO 


Legislature Fails to Pass the Pool Bills 
—Derbys to be Declared Off. 


CHICAGO, June 13.—When the State 
Legislature adjourned this evening at 
Springfield, it cut off all possibility of the 
enactment of any race track legislation at 
this session of the General Assembly. It 
is now too late to report the Humphrey 
bill baék to the House, and have it acted 


upon before the session expires. , 

The bill has only been read once in the 
House, and two more readings are required 
before it can be put upon its passage, Un- 
der the Constitution, these readings must 
be on separate days, and, as only one day 
of the session remains, there is no possi- 
ble way in which the bill could be smug- 
gled through. 

There can be no legitimate ene, 
Illinois during the next two years. e 
House: will-meet at $ o’clock in the morning 
and will devote the day to the consideration 
of Senate bills on third reading and the re- 
ception of conference reports. 

Phe failure of the Legislature to take 
action upon the bills will result in the big 
derbies and important stake races at Chi- 
cago being declared off. Eastern horse own- 
ers will send their strings home. 


No Slate Yet Made Up. 


Stories of Democratic local arrangements 
whereby there shall be but one Demo- 
cratic local ticket in the fleld this year 
were ripe yesterday, with no more war- 
rant than that of imagination for their 
existence. One of these stories was that 
the Tammany slate for the three addi- 
tional Justices of the Supreme Court was 
made up of Frederick Smyth, Francis M. 
Scott, and Judge Charles H. Truax, As a 
matter of fact, neither this slate nor any 
other has beep decided upon as yet.

A story was_in circulation among poli- 
ticlans last night that several members 
of the Assembly had sought to get up a 


demonstration in favor of Speaker Fish, 
when he starts for Europe next week and 
that it resulted in a meeting of several 
Assemblymen at the Murray Hill Hotel 
Monday night.

The Mayor’s Hearing on the Grant to 
the Third Avenue Road. 


WEST SIDE STRONG IN OPPOSITION 


Many Citizens Appear for the Metro- 
politan Compan$—Edward Lau- 
terbach Resents Talk 
About “ Boodle.” 


Imputations of improper motives on the 
part of the twenty Aldermen who voted in 
favor of the resolution granting the ap- 
plication of the Third Avenue Railroad 
Company for a franchise to extend its road 
from One Hundred and Sixty-second Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue to King’s Bridge, 
were freely bandied about at the public 


hearing given on the matter yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Mayor Strong. 

In fact, one speaker, Lawson N. Fuller, 
went so far as to draw a comparison be- 
tween the action of the present Board of Al- 
dermen and that of the board which grant- 
ed Jacob Sharp the original Broadway fran- 
chise, a decade ago. These insinuations were 
indignantly repudiated by Edward Lauter- 
bach, counsel for the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company. ; 

It is not customary for the Mayor to give 
public hearings on franchises granted by 
the Board of Aldermen, but so much gen- 
eral interest has been manifested in this 
particular matter, to. say nothing of the 
big mass meetings held to protest against 
the action of the Aldermen, that the Mayor 
deemed it wise to test public opinion per- 
sonally through the medium of a hearing. 

The hearing yesterday was held in the 
Aldermanic Chamber in the City Hall, and 
was attended by a large number of people. 

Mayor Strong sat at the big desk below 
the seat usually -occupied by President 
Jeroloman of the ‘Board of Aldermen. On 
his right sat President Jeroloman, and on 
his left was Assistant Corporation Counsel 
J. Procter Clark. 

Among others present were President Al- 
bert J. Elias of the Third Avenue. Rail- 
road Company, who was accompanied by 
Edward Lauterbach; President H. H. Vree- 
land and John D, Crimmins of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company, S. B. 
Clark, counsel for the-Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company; Cyrus’ Clark of the 
West End Property Owners’ Association; 
Lawson N, Fuller, ex-Judge David, Mitchell, 
Cc. N. Bovee, Assemblyman Lawson, As- 
semblyman Robert Miller, Aldermen Tait, 
Ware, and Goodman, ex-Senator Cunning- 
ham, : Quarantine Commissioner . Palmer, 
Leopold Lee, and Christian Trinkes. 

After a consultation with the lawyers of 
the two street railway corporations the 
Mayor announced that each side would be 
permitted two hours in which to present its 
arguments, and that he would first hear 
those opposed to granting the Third Ave- 
nue Railroad the franchise. 

S. B: Clark, partner. of Elihu Root, was 
the first speaker. He said: 


I appear here in, the interest and in behalf of 
the Metropolitan Street Kailway Company to ask 
this measure. Y 


The only thing your Honor has to bear, in mind 


"is the public interest of the city, and public in- 


terest resolves itself into two parts. One isthe 
advantages which these companies offer to the 
community. generally other than in the nature 
of money payments into the Treasury .of the City 
of New-York. In that respect I think, and have 
no. hesitation in saying, that the Metropolitan 
Street. kallway :Company. offers all. possibte-ad-° 
vantages in an equai or greater degree than the 
Third Avenue <ompany does. Everything that 
the .Third Avenue.Company.will do for the com- 
munity the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany will do, and the latter company. will, do 
other things. ° | t , 1 
The principal advantage that has been offered 
by the Third Avenue line is that by reason of its 
connection at One Hundred and-~ Twenty-fifth 
Street and Third Avenue it will open up “the 
upper portion of the city to the dense population 
that is crowded on the east side. We also have 
an east side line down Lexington Avenue, and we 
tap as large a population as thoroughly, if not 
more so, as does the Third Avenue Company. 


Mr. Clarke went on to say that the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company would pay 
into the Treasury of the city more than 
the Third Avenue Company would, and this, 
he said, was a weighty argument. He 
asked the Mayor not to believe the state- 
ment of Mr, Lauterbach that the city would 
receive more compensation by giving the 
franchise to the Third Avenue Road. Then 


he continued: 

The other public advantages offered by the 
Metropolitan Company are that, if this fran- 
chise be given it, by reason of its Broadway 
and Columbus Avenue connections it will be en- 
abled to transport passengers from King’s Bridge 
to the Battery without a change of cars at one 
fare, and by means of its system of transfers 
it reaches all ferries. The Third Avenue Road 
can offer nothing of the kind. 

There is another advantage which we offer. 
That is, if our proposition is accepted the city 
authorities will satisfy e sentiment of the 
citizens of that portion of the city affected by 
this franchise, 

There is a positive disadvantage in approving 
the application of the Third Avenue. Company. 
It has a line running up Tenth Avenue, and it 
is to the public interest that it should have 
competition in that district, and the residents 
not be at the mercy of a single corporation. It 
is giving power to this company which ia not 
to the public interest. 

It is useless to suppose that if this franchise 
goes to a sale that we can bid against the Third 
Avenue Company, because the consent it has 
drawn up and had passed by the Common Coun- 
cil lays out two routes which at no point 
touch our lines. 

There: is 1 
sold, realizing any substantial amount on the 
bid of given receipts, because no one can com- 
pete with the Third Avenue Railroad on_the 
plan it has drawn and had passed by the Com- 
mon Council. 

There is another way in which the city reaps 
a pecuniary benefit from such a franchise as 
this, because under the law 3 per cent. of the 
gross receipts must be paid into the city treas- 
ury for the first five years, and 5 per cent. 
thereafter, The Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company, if given this franchise, would carry 
a@ great many more passengers than the Third 
Avenue system, so that the 8 per cent. and the 
5 per cent. clauses would net the city more than 
if the Third Avenue Company operated the road, 

We also made an offer to pay a lump sum into 
the city treasury of $100,000. 

There are two other considerations, purely 
legal ones, which I would like to call ‘your 
Honor’s attention to, and upon which I should 
be glad if you would get an opinion’ from the 
corporation counsel. 

The first is that this consent is illegal, because 
the, proyision of law requiring advertisement of 
notice .of the first hearing has beeen disre- 
garded, I am informed that the notice on the 
application of the Third Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany was not published simultaneously in two 
papers in this city, as required by law. The other 
point is this, that this consent as granted to 
the Third Avenue Company provides for the sale 
cf two independent extensions as one thing, 
instead of requiring individual sales ag direct- 
ed by law. would like your Honor to take 
the Corporation Counsel’s opinion on that prop- 
osition. 

Cyrus Clark, President of the West End 
Association, made the next appeal to the 
Mayor to veto the franchise. This argu- 
ment was the same as that which he made 
before the Board of Aldermen when that 
body gave the matter a public hearing. In 
brief, it was to the effect that the people 
of the West Side wanted the franchise to 
be awarded to the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company, inasmuch as it would afford 
a better. service than its rival. He'also 
said: 


I have seen in certain papers during the past 
few days maps and statements in reference to 
what enormous good is to be done if this fran- 
chise is given to the Third Avenue Company 
I admit that the Third. Avenue company has 
been very enterprising in paying large sums 
for this ingenious advertising. 

The traction company. offered the Board of 
Aldermen to pay to the city $100,000 for this 
franchise, and the Third Avenue company offered 
to pay $250,000, The Aldermen refused bot 
offers,,and then gave the franchise to the Thir 
Avenue road for nothing. 4 y

BARRED FROM NAVY, TRIED SUICIDE 


Orlando K. Fay of Winchendon, Mass., Shot 
Himself at the Astor House and 
Will’ Probably. Die. 


Orlando K. Fay, twenty-seven years old, 
son of J. H. Fay of Winchendon, Mass., 
shot himself in a room at the Astor House 
yesterday afternoon, because he was un- 
able to gain admission to the division of the 
United States Navy for which he thought 
he was qualified, and for the secondary 
reason that,.after this failure, he could not 
find employment. 

It was said at the Hudson Street Hospital 
early this morning that Fay, who had been 
unconscious ever since he was taken there, 
could live but a few hours. 

Fay stepped to the desk of the Astor 
House about 4:30 o’clock, and asked for a 
$2 room. He was well dressed, and carried 
a small satchel. He registered as ‘‘ Orlando 
K. Fay, Boston, Mass.’”’ He showed no 
nervousness. He paid for the room with a 
$5 bill, 

Fay was shown to a room on the second 
floor, and, as soon as he entered it, he or- 
dered a drink of whisky. When the boy 
who brought it was leaving, Fay called to 


him: 

“Come back in about haff an hour; I'll 
want you again.” 

A _ man in the room next to that occupied 
by Fay heard the sound of a pistol shot, a 
few minutes after the boy went away. He 
ran down stairs and notified the clerk. 
Meanwhile, Manager Keith and Dr. Far- 
rington, the hotel payeciss, had heard of 
the shooting, and had entered the room. 

Fay was lying unconscious on the bed. 
There was a large wound in his left breast, 
not far from the heart, One the floor was a 
new revolver. One chamber was empty. 
On a table was a box of cartridges. Near- 
by was a letter from his mother, and one, 
presumably, from his father, as it was 
signeg “J. H. F.’’ They had been taken 
from a bundle of letters in the satchel. Fay 
had taken off his coat, waistcoat, and 
shoes, 

Dr. Farrington restored him to conscious- 
ness in a few minutes, and questioned him 
about himself, his family, and friends, and 
his attempt to kill himself. 

Fay was so weak that he could say ht 
little before he again became unconscious, 
He told the doctor first that he came from 
New-Hampshire, but in the course of his 
story he said his home was in Winchendon. 
He said he was an engineer, and had been 
out of employment. He tried to become a 
member of the Engineers’ Battalion, United 
States Navy, but his application was re- 
jected. 

“I tried to get a job,” he said. aah 
oeier*, and I didn’t see anything to live 
or. 

“I’m sorry I didn’t finish this. I don’t 
want to recover. I’d lke to see my father, 
though, before I die. Tell him about this, 
and he'll come.”’ 

A telegram was sent to J. H. Fay, Win- 
chenden, Ma&gs., but no answer was received 
last night. 

The young man was taken to the Hudson 


‘Street Hospital at 6 o’clock. He. was under 


arrest, nd a policeman from the Church 

Street station remained at the bedside. 
The doctors did not dare to probe for the 

bullet, so close did it come to the heart. 


HIGHER WAGES FOR THOUSANDS 


Cotton Operatives at Utica Secure a Ten 
Per Cent. Increase—Metal Workers 


Have Old Prices Restored. 


UTICA, N. Y., June 13.—The Chadwick 
Cotton Company last February found it 
necessary to reduce the’ wages of several 
hundred employes 10 per cent., promising 
a return to the old wages when the condi- 
tion of trade would warrant. The company 
nning.

next, the 10 per cent.-will be. restored, 

An increase of 4 cents per cut has been 
granted to the weavers on the broad looms 
in the Utica Steam Cotton Mills, There had 
beén no threats of a strike, but a few of 
the mén intimated to the foreman. that they 
ought to have more pay.

THE CANADIAN “SOO” CANAL OPENED 


Only the Most Formal Ceremonies 
Mark the Occasion, 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Ontario, June 13.— 
The Canadian ‘‘ Soo ’’ Canal was opened to- 
day, the proceedings being of a formal 
character. The members of Parliament 
and Ministers of State who were expected 
to be present, decided not to come. 

The new canal runs through St. Mary’s 
Islind, on the north side of the rapids of 


St. Mary’s River, and, with the river, pro- 
vides Canada with independent communica- 
tion between’ Lakes uron and Superior. 
The length of the canal and its approaches 
is 18,100 feet. The cost has been $4,000,000. 

The St. Mary’s River is spanned by an 
immense swing bridge for the Canadian

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CAUGHT IN A POOLROOM 


Alleged Proprietor and Seven of His 
. Employes Captured. 


CUSTOMERS IN A WILD SCRAMBLE 


Police Raid a Place in West Twenty- 
eighth Street While the Bet- 
ting ona Horse Race Was 


in Progress. 


One of the most successful poolroom raids 
made in years was carried out by Capt. 
Pickett of the Nineteenth Precinct and a 
squad of men in the heart of the ‘* Tender- 
loin ’’ district syesterday afternoon. 


As a result, Charles Rand, the well-known 


sporting man, and seven men employed by 
him were lodged in the Nigeteenth Precinct 
Station House. One hundred and fifty 
men were thoroughly frightened by the ap- 
pearance of the police, and scrambled wild- 
ly to make their escape. 

Capt. Pickett was notified about four days 
ago that a poolroom was being run 
in the rear of Ulber’s saloon, at.40 and 42 
West Twenty-eighth Street; that it was 
crowded daily, and bets were recorded, &c. 
Ulber kas two houses, with a saloon on the 
ground floor and a restaurant on the floor 
above, while the upper part of the houses 
is let out in furnished rooms. The place is 
a resort for sporting men and actors. 

The Captain, knowing that if he sent any 
of his men to secure evidence they would 
be recognized, secured the services of 
Detective Frederick Carson of the East 
Highty-eighth Street Station House and 
half a dozen men from other precincts. On 
Monday Carson gained access-to the pool- 
room, found nine clerks busy recording bets 
and the walls covered with cards bearing 
the entries at the various race tracks. He 
made several bets and won. The next day 
he and several other policemen visited the 
place again, and were also lucky. 

They discovered that the information to 
the room was received by telegraph from 
the tracks. and that the wire was run into 
a room some place in the vicinity of the 
poolroom, the messages being carried from 
it to Rand by a messenger. Where the 
room was they could not learn. .They 
also saw that there were two sheet writers, 
four lookouts, whose duty it was to see that 
no. suspicious persons gained an entrance 
to the rooms, and four clerks, besides Rand, 
who, they learned, was the proprietor of the 
book. Daily the room was thronged, and 
a big business was done both by the bar- 
and by Rand and his clerks. 

The policemen kept the Captain informed 
of their work, and tried hard to find ‘the 
room where the telegraph instruments were 
placed. 

The Captain decided on Wednesday that 
heghad secured evidence enough against the 
place, and arrangements were made to raid 
the room that afternoon, but in some way 
the proprietor evidently heard of the object 
of the police, for no business was done. 

A dozen men in citizens’ clothes assem- 
bled. yesterday afternoon at one of the 
Broadway. hotels. They were met by the 
Captain, who instructed them to go to the 
poolroom, each pick out his man, and when 
Detective Carson should.blow his police 
whistle twice, make a prisoner of each one 
selected. ; 

When the men reached the place, shortly 

before the first race, they found about 150 
men present, betting on the horses running 
at Gravesend, Alexander Island, and La- 
tonia. At ‘the conclusion of the race 
the- winners were paid. The policemen 
waited until the second. race was over -and 
_after the cashier had paid off the winners, 
and the odds were being placed on the 
sheets for the third race. The money was 
being received fast by the clerk, when 
two blasts from Detective Carson’s whistle 
were heard. 

Tbhe crowd was surprised, and did not 
know what it meant. When the men saw 
each detective seize one of the employes, the 
truth dawned upon them, and a rush was 
made through the saloon to the street, but 
they were balked there, for Capt. Pickett 
and a squad of men barred their way. 

In all, nine of the employes, including 
Rand, were seized by the police, but one of 
them wriggled out of his captor’s grasp 
and was lost in the crowd. 

The prisoners were marched to the West 
Thirtieth Street Staticn, with the sheets, 
&c., and the players were allowed to de- 
part, some grumbling because they did not 
get their winnings. 

At the station Rand gave his name as 
** Eldred,” fifty-four years old, of 351 West 
Fifty-first Street. The others gave their 
names as John Smith, twenty-four, clerk, 
444 West Forty-third Street; John Palmer, 
thirty, clerk, 46 West Twenty-eighth Street; 
John FP, Hackett, clerk, thirty, 1,550 Broad- 
way; John Thompson, thirty-two, refused ad- 
dress and occupation; W. Dolan, clerk, thir- 
ty-seven, 544 Eleventh Avenue; Peter Wing, 
clerk, fifty, 425 West Thirty-fourth Street, 
and Samuel Kelly, forty-two, clerk, 340 
West Thirty-fifth Street. All but Kelly, 
who was the lookout and was charged with 
@sorderly conduct, were charged with 
felony. 

It was said ‘that the room had been 
running over a week. Proprietor Wilber of 
the house was the most surprised of men 
when he learned of the raid. He declared 
he did not know anything wrong. was going 
on in the back room, and that every one 
of his customers had access to it. The 
room is filled with tables,-at which people 
can sit and drink. 

The prisoners will be arraigned in the 
Jefferson Market Court to-day. Police Jus- 
tices McMahon and Hogan were at the 
station house last night and accepted bail 
for all the men.

Gen.. Ramon Ulloa thankfully acknowl- 
edged the honor conferred upon him, and 
the officers of his command.

SIBLEYISM NOT POPULAR 


Democrats Refuse to Walk into the 
New Party Trap. 


THE FREE SILVER CONVENTION ENDS 


Attempts to Geta Declaration for 
the Abandonment of Old Polit- 
ical Affiliations Meet 


with Disaster, 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., June -13.—The mova 
ment inaugurated at the Chicago conference 
to organize a distinctively free-silver party, 
with ex-Congressman Joseph C. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania as its candidate for President, 


received its quietus at the bimetallic con- 
vention to-day. 


The promoters of this movement had con- 
fidently expected to give it substantial im- 
petus at the Memphis meeting. Since the 
convention began the Bryan-Stewart-Sibley 
element has been industrious in the effort 
to advance the Sibley boom by securing a 


declaration for free coinage; even at the 
cost of the abandonment of old Party affillia- 
tions. The attempt to secure an indorse- 
ment of Sibley was skillfully made. Sib- 
ley himself set the bail a-rolling in his 
speech last night, in which he called on 
bimetallists to break their party ties. Sen- 
ator Stewart followed this up in a long ad- 
dress this morning. Bryan of Nebraska 
pushed it along. This work was all open 
and above board. In the meantime, under-< 
ground pipes were laid to:secure a favorable 
report from the Committee on Resolutions. 

But all the impassioned utterances of the 
new party orators and all the secret plot- 
ting came to naught. The Democrats, espe< 
cially those of the South, had their eyes 
opened by last night. Bryan’s utterances 
at Jackson, Miss., had. aroused their suspi- 
cions, which were fully confirmed when 
they saw what was going on at Memphis. 
They realized that plans had been made to 
disrupt the Democratic Party, and to use 
them as tools in carrying out that purpose. 
None of the Southern Democrats, and none 
of recognized standing from other parts of 
the country, were prepared to adopt the 
course proposed, and they made their senti- 
ments known in the most unmistakable 
manner. 

The discovery of the true purpose of the 
most active promoters of the Memphis 
convention was a revelation to the Dem- 
ocrats. Many of them had been carried 
away by the force of their surrounding’ 
and had declared for free coinage, without 
really knowing their reasons for so doing. 
Others were honestly in favor of free coin- 
age, but wanted to secure it from their 
party. The rabid utterances of the Stew- 
art-Sibley-Bryan men and their manifest 
intention to wreck the Democratic Party in 
furtherance of their personal and selfish 
schemes, raised a doubt in the minds of 
many whether free coinage was really the 
wonderful philanthropy its chief advocates 
have proclaimed it. 

Then the work of “heading off” the. 
stampede to the proposed free silver party 
was begun and pashed so energetically that 
when-the-hour for adjournment ¢amé “there 
was nothing left of the Sivley boom but 
@& memory. 

Before the, convention met to-day upris- 
ing against /the Sibley movement began and 
was SO spcmtaneous and unanimous that the 
Sibleyites abandoned the field, the only 
thing possible to prevent the convention 
from breaking up in a row. The Demo- 
crats in the convention, headed by Senator 
Isham ,G. Harris-and M. C. Galloway of 
Tennessee and Gov. Clark of Arkansas, de- 
clared they would not indorse any platform 
which declared for free silver regardless 
of party lines. They said Sibley was press- 
ing himself forward for a Presidential can- 
didate and did not care from which party 
he derived his votes. Mr. Galloway said: 

I condemn the utterances of both Bryan and 
Sibley. I condemn the utterances of the former 
in reply to the questions put to him at. Jack- 
son, Miss., when he said he was in favor of 
abolishing party lines. I disapprove of many of 
the utterances of Sibley in his speech, particu- 
larly those intimating that a new party should 
be formed to carry free-silver. I am opposed, 
and so are most other Democrats in this conven- 


tion, to any movement in favor of silver outside 
the regular Democracy. 


Senator Stewart had hardly finished his 
speech to the convention this morning; 
Which, by the way, was not enthusiastically 
received, when Congressman Money of Mis- 
sissippi was on his feet in opposition to the 
Senator’s views. He declared that he was 
a silver man, but a Democrat, and that the 
Democratic Party was fully capable of 
dealing with the money question. 

Congressman Allen of Mississippi followed 
in the same strain, and his remarks, like 
those of Mr. Money, were enthusiastically 
received by the convention. 

In the committee room where the resv- 
lutions were being prepared. there had been 
a warm fight, the.Democrats refusing te 
listen to any proposition looking to the 
formation of a distinctive free _ silver 
party. They carried their point, and when 
the resolutions were completed there was 
in them no indorsement or condemnation of 
anybody.

A Rather Moderate Declaration for 
Free Coinage of Silver. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 13.—Senator Jones 
reported the resolutions when the Bimetal- 
lic Convention reassembled this afternoon. 
The platform is as follows: 


Silver and gold coin have in all ages constl- 
tuted the money of the world, were the money of 
the Fathers of the Republic, the money of hisiory 


The universal experience .of mankind has 
demonstrated that the joint use of both gold and 
silver coin as money constitutes the most stable 
Standard of vaiue and that the full amount of 
both metals is necessary as a medium of ex- 
change. 

The demonstration of either of these historic 
metals means an appreciation in the value of 
money, a-fall in the prices of commodities, a 
diminution of profits of legitimate business; a 
continuing increase in the burden of debts; a 
withdrawal of money from the channels of trade 
and industry, where it no longer yields a safe _ 
and sure return, and its idle accumulation in 
the banks and the great money centres of the 
country. 

There is no health or soundness in a financial 
system under which a hoarded dollar is produc-| 
tive of imcrease to its possessor while an in-| 
vested dollar yields a constantly diminishing) 
return, and under which fortunes are made by’ 
the accretions of idle capital or destroyed by 
persistent fall in thé price of commodities and 
&. persistent dwindling in the margin of profits 
in almost every branch of useful industry. Such 
@&. system is a premium on sloth and a penalty 
upon industry, and such a system is that which 
the criminal] legislation of 1873 has imposed upon 
this country. 

The bimetallic standard of silver and gold has 
behind it the experience of ages and has been 
tested and approved by the enlightened and 
deliberate judgment of mankind, The gold stand-y 
ard is a geparture from the established policy 
of the civilized world, -with nothing to commend 
it but twenty-two years of depression and dis- 
aster to the people,.and extraordinary accumula- 
tion of wealth in the hands of a few. 

There are some facts bearing upon this ques- 
tion recognized and admitted, by all-candid men, 
whether advocates, of bimetallism = or of: the 
single gold standard. -Among, these is the fact 
that the very year that marked the change from 
the bimetallic to the single gold standard is 
the very year that marked the change from a 
condition .of, rising prices, large profits, general 
contentment, and great prosperity, to a condi- 
tion of faliing prices, diminishing profits, inse- 
curity of investment, unemployed Jabor, and @ 
heavy depression in ail branches of trade and 
industry.

among the honest advocates of the gold stand- 
ard, tHat general prosperity came to an end 
with the destruction of the bimetallic system, 
and that hard times, falling prices, idle work- 
ingmen, and widespread depression came in 
with the gold standard and prevail to-day 
Wherever the gold standard has been adopted. 

Every international monetary conference that 
has been called, every demand in this country 
and in Europe for an international agreement 
to re-establish the bimetallic standard is a con- 
fession that the demonetization of silver was a 
blunder if not a erime, that its consequences 
have been disastrous, and the conditions it has 
Wrought are full of menace and of peril. 

The logic of facts establishes beyond intelli- 
gent question that the destruction of silver as 
primary money by a conspiracy of selfish inter- 
ests is the cause of the widespread depression 
and suffering that began with the gold standard. 
There can be no restoration of prosperity, no per- 
manent relief from prevailing eonditions until 

great cause has been removed by a complete 

restoration of silver to its proper place as a 
money metal, equal with gold. 

We believe in a money of staple value; we be- 
lieve least of all in an appreciating standard; it 
is only through the practical operation of bi- 
metallism that a stable standard of value can be 
secured. A standard constituted of money con- 
@tantly increasing in value is not a sound, a sin- 
gie, nor a stable standard, but a constantly 
shanging standard. 

The effect of gold monometallism is to estab- 
lish one standard for the creditor and another 
for the debtor; and there can be no more dis- 
honest monetary system than that which gives 
short measure to the borrower and long measure 
to t.e lender. Under the policy prevailing prior 
to 1873, there can be no violent change in the 
relative value of the two metals, for a rise in 
value for one metal is counteracted by a de- 
creased demand and a fall in value by an in- 
creased demand. Under the operation of this 
beneficent law a stable relation was main- 
tained between them in spite of the most ex- 
treme changes in relative productions. From the 
first period of our history up to 1878 the right 
of the debtor to choose whether he should pay 
his debts in silver or gold coin was always recog- 
nized. The subsequent policy has been to trans- 
fer this right to the creditor, thus tending to 
constantly increase the value of the dearer 
metal and destroy the parity betweeen them. 

Believing that it is absolutely necessary to 
reverse this iniquitious and runinous policy, we 
therefore resolve: 

That we favor the immediate restoration of 
silver to its former place as a full legal tender, 
Standard money, equal with gold, and the free 
and unlimited ‘coinage of both silver and gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, and upon terms of ex- 
act equality. 

That while we should welcome the co-operation 
of other navions, we believe that the United 
States should not wait upon the pleasure of 
foreign Governments or the consent of foreign 

, Creditors, but should themselves proceed to re- 
verse the *‘ grinding process’ that is destroying 
the prosperity of the people, and should lead 
by their example the nations of the earth. 

That the rights of the American people, the 
interests of American labor, and the prosperity 
of American industry have a higher claim to the 
consideration of the people’s lawmakers than the 
greed of foreign creditors, or the avaricious de- 
mands made by “idle holders of idle capital.’’ 
The right to regulate its own monetary system in 
the interests of its own people is a right which 
no tree government can barter, sell, or surren- 
der. This reserved right is a part of every bond, 
of every contract, and of every obligation. No 
creditor or claimant can set up a right that can 
take precedence over a nation’s obligation to pro- 
mote the welfare of the masses of its own peo- 
pie. This is a debt higher and more binding 
than ali other debts, and one which it is not only 
dishonest but treasonable to ignore. 

Under the financial policy that now prevails 
Wwe see the land filled with idle and discontented 
workingmen, and an ever-growing army of 
tramps, men whom lack of work and opportunity 
have made outcasts and beggars. At the other 
end we find that a few thousand families own 
one-half the wealth of the country. The central]- 
ization of wealth has gone hand in hand with 
the spread of poverty. The pauper and the 
plutocrat are twin children of the same vicious 
and unholy system. The situation is full of 
menace to the liberties of the people and the 
life of the Republic. The issue is enfranchise- 
ment or hopeless servitude. Waatever the power 
of money ean do by cebauchery and corruption to 
maintain its grasp on the law-making power will 
be done. We therefore appeal to the plain people 
of the land, with nerfect confidence in their pa- 
triotism and intelligence, to arouse themselves 
to a full sense of the peril that confronts them 
and defend the citadel of their liberties with a 
vigilance that shall neither slumber nor ‘sleep, 

The committee also introduced the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which, like the’ plat- 
form, were unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That a committee composed of 
one member from each State be appointed 
by the delegates thereof, in this convention, 
whose duty it shall be to correspond with 
the representatives and advocates of bi- 
metallism and bimetallic societies in the 
different sections of the Union, and devise 
measures to advance the cause of bimetal- 
lism throughout the United States. 

Resolved, That this committee shall have 
power to cause a National Conference of bi- 
metallists whenever, in the opinion of the 
committee, the cause of bimetallism can be 
advanced thereby. Said committee shall 
have power to fill all vacancies. 


A night session of the convention was 
held, but the attendance was rather small, 
a large number of delegates having gone 
home. Speeches were made by A. J. 
Warner of Ohio, W. J. Bryan of Nebraska, 
L. Bradford Prince of New-Mexico, Sena- 
for Wolcott of Colorado, ex-Gov. Tillman of 
Bouth Carolina, and others. 


GOLD THE ONLY STANDARD. 


President Williams of the Chemical 
Bank Shows the Fallacy of Free 
Silver Coinage. 


The Chamber of Commerce has just re- 
ceived a letter from G. G. Williams, Presi- 
dent of the Chemical National Bank, re- 
garding the silver question. Mr. Williams 
believes that the points in the discussion 
need only to be stated in order to carry 
conviction. Mr. Williams writes: 

“What are the facts? For 100 years 
zgold has been practically the only standard 
of value in this country; prices have been 
based upon it, labor has been measured by 
it; contracts have been entered into relying 
upon it, and no matter what other species 
of money were in circulation, gold only 
controlled them all, and kept them at par, 
for the reason that they were exchangeable 
into it, A pound of nickel, worth 35 cents 


only, is made to eirculate as coin for $4.80, 
simply for the reason that such coins are 
not issued in excess of the want for them, 
in their place, as a circulating medium. Sil- 
ver in the same way, although worth, by 
reason of its excessive production, but 50 
sents in gold, is kept at par with it, be- 
pause of the Government issuing silver cer- 
ificates for it, and then receiving such 
certificates for customs duties. While not 
issued in excess, silver and nickels are 
thus made to play a useful part in our 
monetary system. 

“But what is now proposed? It is to 
soin an unlimited amount of silver worth 
50 cents on the dollar, and to endeavor to 
make it perform the same functions that 
it does now while exchangeable for gold. 
But what will the effect of such legis- 
lation? Obviously, gold will disappear, and 
the purchasing power of silver will be then 
its bullion value only, viz: one-half of what 
it is now. But what tremendous convulsions 
are involved in those two certain facts! 

he panic of 1898 was an object lesson as 
to what may be expected, in part, if such 
changes come upon us, The debtor class 
are supposed, many of them, to favor silver 
free coinage, for the reason that debts can 
then be more easily paid; but the panic 
which may be expected would swamp them 
all long before enough silver could be 
eoined to replace the vanished gold and

content to adopt sound principles of finance, 
which are known, and avoid tampering with 
our currency, which will as surely result 
in collapse as Law’s South Sea bubble or 
any other wild-cat scheme.”

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—The change 
of a letter in the dispatch sent ott from 
this city. last night about the attitude of 
the Grocers and Importers’ Exchange 
toward silver made a story which was quite 


misleading. The Exchange voted against, 
the remonetization of silver—not against 
demonetization, as the dispatch had it. The 
silver men made a great effort to commit 
the Exchange to their way of thinking, but 
when the vote was taken they showed up 
an insignificant minority against the strong 
majurity that stood firm for sound money 
and the maintenance of the National credit.

TOPEKA, Kan., June 13.—‘‘ Jerry ’’ Simp- 
son, in an interview last night, said: 
“There is an immense silver sentiment 


in the Republican Party, and a consider- 
able sentiment in the Democratic. <A split 
would not be a surprise.

At the recent annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Michigan Central, the 
Directors were authorized to make a close 
agreement with the Toronto, Hamilton and 
Buffalo for the interchange of traffic.

Traffic Manager Bab- 
cock of the Rio Grande Western says that 
his road will make rates right from Chi- 
cago to Utah common points which will out- 
do the cut of the Union Pacific from the 
Missouri River to Utah. 


Bought from Elkins and Widener. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—A_ morning 
paper says that Messrs. W. L. Elkins, P. A. 
B. Widener, and Thomas Dolan of Phila- 
delphia have disposed of all their interest 
in street and suburban railroads in the 


District of Columbia to the Maryland capi- 
talists who are building the boulevard elec- 
tric railroad between this city and Balti- 
more. 

The holdings of Messrs. Elkins, Widener, 
and Dolan comprised the majority of the 
stock of the Eckington and Soldiers’ Home 
and the Beit Line Railroads. The value of 
the stock in both companies was in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000, It was acquired 
in February, 1893, and since then the lines 
have been largely. extended and the value 
of the plaint increased.

Samuel McMillan on behalf of the Real 
Estate Exchange, limited, of New York, 
asked the Mayor to veto the franchise. He 
said that at a meeting held on June 8 it 
was unanimously resolved by the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the Exchange to favor 
giving the franchise to the Metropolitan 
Traction Company. ‘ 

“We call your attention to the fact that 
that committee is untrammeled. It has no 


favors to ask from either company, other 
than the best means of transit for the peo- 
ple of the city. We claim that on the 
west side we ould have the Metropolitan 
Traction Company give us a road from the 
beginning of New-York to the end of it 
for five cents. In other words, a five- 
cent fare from start to finish. We have no 
right to desire to cross to east or west 
when we start from north to south. 

“The granting of this franchise to the 
Metropolitan Traction Company will add 
20, aye, 50 per cent. to the value of all 
that upper section. Outside of any other 
consideration, give to the company that 
can serye the people best, the franchise. 
Do what you can by. veto to accomplish 
that end.” 

Ex-Senator Luke F. Cozans made the 
next argument. He coincided with Mr. 
Clark that the law had been disregarded in 
the matter of advertising sufficiently to 
invalidate the franchis®. He added: 


There is nothing in the proceedings before the 
Board of Aldermen to show that the Third Ave- 
nue Company complied with the law, and, there- 
fore, the Board of Aldermen had no Constitu- 
tional jurisdiction in the matter. The law requires 
that a company desiring to extend its lines 
.must file a statement of the route, and upon 
filing that statement and fulfilling the require- 
ments of the law then it can go on. 

As a mater of fact, this company did not com- 
ply with the law. When the application was 
made it did not file its certificate. It did not 
file it until a week after the Board of Aldermen 
bad taken up the consideration of the matter. 
The company failed to comply with the law, and 
the Board of Aldermen went on with the work, 
which had apparently been laid out beforehand. 

The grant the Board of Aldermen made to the 
Third Avenue Company is so ingeniously de- 
vised that no other company can hope to bid on 
the sale. 

In passing upon the matter, your Honor, the 
question of the conduct of the Board of Alder- 
men comes before you, an honest man, who has 
shown his intention to do his duty to the people. 
I hold that it was the duty of the Aldermen 
under the. law to so act as-to secure for this 
great metropolis, especially as two corporations 
were competing for this franchise, the greatest 
compensation offered. But they refused both 
offers. The President of the Metropolitan Street 


* Railway Company #fered $100,000, and the law- 


yer for the Thérd Avenue Company offered $250,- 
000—and they were entirely ignored. Some said 
the Board of Aldermen had no power to accept 
such an offer, but the courts have decided that 
the Board of Aldermen has power to enforce any 
conditions which will be beneficial to the public 
interest. If there was any doubt as to its 
power, did it consult with the Corporation Coun- 
sel on this most important matter? It did not. 
It kicked the offers out as if they were footballs. 

If the Aldermen were so willing to throw aside 
this $100,000 or $250,000 which two competing 
corporations were willing to pay, what excuse 
have they to offer who talk so pathetically of 
the poor people of the east side? Why did they 
throw aside the proposition to make transfers all 
over the city? 
of the traveling public, but where in the resolu- 
tion do you find any condition on this great cor- 
poration? I say they should be bound by this 
franchise to give the people some return, 

Now this great Board of Aldermen, wise men 
as its members are, failed to do the duty that 
was required of them. It allowed these monetary 
offers and the transfers to go by, and drew up 
the set of resolutions now before you. They tell 
you in the report that public feeling fas all in 
favor of the Metropolitan Street Railway. Com- 
pany. Why did they not, give it the franchise? 
As an excuse, they said they thought the Third 
Avenue Road would furnish better railway facili- 
ties in that part of the city. The Third Avenue 
Company has received from the City of New- 
York all that it was entitled to, and it has paid 
not a cent into the public treasury, except a small 
license fee on its cars. 

Lawson N. Fuller said that he was in fa- 
vor of the Metropolitan Traction Company, 
although certain people taunted him with 
the fact that he had. formerly been in favor 
of the other company. Mr. Fuller explained 
away this inconsistency by saying that he 
used to be in: favor of oil lamps, but that 
now he wanted electric lights. He hinted 
at ‘‘ boodle,”’ and grew very impressive as 
he said: ,

R. R. Perkins, representing Isaac Dyke- 
man, James Gordon Bennett, the Deaf and 
Dumb Institute, and the. estate of Sheppard 
Knapp, also urged the Mayor to veto the 
franchise. 

Christian Trinkes of the Washington 
Heights Progressive Association declared 
that the Aldermen were actuated by some 
influences best known to themselves, He 
said: ’ , 

We were unable to influence the twenty Alder- 
men who voted in favor of this franchise because 
they were influenced and prejudiced against the 
best interests of the elty by some means. best 
known to themselves. 

Assemblyman Miller spoke briefly on lines 
pursued by the previous speakers... He said 
the trend of public opinion showed that the 
Metropolitan Traction Company should re- 
ceive the franchise. 

Mr. ‘Twyeffort . presented resolutions 


passed by the Riverside Republican. Club 
indorsing the Metropolitan Traction Com- 
pany as the company that would best serve 
the public. : 

Francis Duffy ‘presented the resolutions 
passed by the Manhattan Protective Asso- 
ciation approving of the efforts of the Trac- 
tion Company to secure the franchise and 
calling on the Mayor to veto the action of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

John Drake Smith, representing the Allied 
Tax Payers’ Association of the North Side 
was the first person to speak in behalf of 
the Third Avenue Railroad Company. He 
resented the insinuations that the Alder- 
men who voted for the Third Avenue road 
had been actuated by“ visions of boodle.” 
Hie said that they were carrying out the 
wishes of the majority of their constituents 
in giving the franchise to the Third Avenue 
Company, a corporation, that, in his opin- 
ion, would afford the best service to the 
public. 

Mark Ash told the Mayor that he favored 
the franchise being given to the Third Av- 
enue road, because the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company had been trying to gain pos- 
session of St. Nicholas Avenue in order to 
go out to King’s Bridge. 

Lyman W. Reddington, who represented 
commercial interests in Harlem, said that 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street had 
grown to be a great eroughfere, and the 
residents of Washington eights desired 
to come down there to shop, rather than be 
earried down town on the west side: He 
characterized the Metropolitan Traction 
Company as a great octopus that excluded 
competition. te 

A. C, Hottenroth of the North Side Tax- 
payers’ Association, and Gen, H, L. Burnett 
each made brief speeches in favor of the 
franchise being awarded to the Third Av- 
enue road.

At another point Mr. Cozans became in- 
censed at the manner in which Mr. Lauter- 
bach interpreted the railroad law, and 
said: ‘‘ You would not dare.to make those 
interpretations in open court.” 

Whereupon Mr. Lauterbach read the sec- 
tions in dispute. 

Mr. Lauterbach then gave an extended 
history of the rise and progress of the Third 
Avenue Road, and asserted that inasmuch 
as it had at great expense extended its 
line to One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street 
and Tenth Avenue, it should be allowed to 
make the extension to King’s Bridge. The 
Metropolitan Company wanted this fran- 
chise, ‘said Mr. Lauterbach, but its road 
stopped at One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street. He said the Metropolitan Company 
had swallowed eighty-four miles of streets 
already, but, octopus-like, it was reaching 
out for more, and begrudged the Third Ave- 
nue line, with only fourteen miles of road, 
having an extension of eight miles. He 
continued: 

All of this talk of improper suasion is absurd. 
I am sure that you, William L. Strong, will 
agree with me that these men comprising the 
Board of Aldermen are honest, faithful men. 
You will say that these men deserve from you 
the approval of their conduct, instead of the 
unjust condemnation our opponents are trying 
to put upon them. 

The Mayor said he would announce his 
decision as soon as possible.

AGAINST THE VILLARD INTEREST 


North American Company Stockbolders Dis- 
satisfied—Officers Summoned Before 
ChanceJlor McGill. 


JERSEY CITY, June .13.—Several stock- 
holders of the North American Company 
have been trying to get a list of the com- 
pany’s stockholders in order to contest the 
election of Directors named by the Villard 
interest at the annual election appointed 


for June 19. They have not been success- 
ful. 


They obtained from Chancellor McGill to- 
day, however, an order directing the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, Transfer Agent and 
counsel of the company, to show cause be- 


fore the Chancellor, in Newark, on June 
18, why the petitioners should not be per- 
mitted to inspect the books of the com- 
pany. The Chancellor said that, if the pe- 
titioners furnished substantial proof of their 
allegations, he would make an order post- 
poning the annual meeting. 

The application to the Chancellor was 
made by Flavel McGee of Bedle, McGee & 
Bedle, the petitioners being. William G. 
Rothermell of Philadelphia, Edmund Ste- 
phenson, President of the Home Bank of 
New-York; Francis G. Drake, cashier of 
the Home Bank, ang Charles Duggin and 
Alfred W. Bartlett: of New-York. 

The petition says that the petitioners own 
and represent $6,000,000 in the stock of the 
company. The compenys capital stock is 
$50,000,000, of which $39,000, has been 
issued. The affairs of the company have 
never, the pottes says, been managed prof- 
itably to the stockholders. No dividend has 
ever been paid. Although new Dfrectors 
have sometimes been elected, they have 
always been in the same interest, and par- 
ticularly in the interest of Henry Villard, 
who has dominated the company’s affairs 
from the beginning. Te get the views of 
the stockholders, and {f possible effect a 
change in tre management, William G. 
Rothermell and others called on Secretary 
Edward Edes, Counsel Keasbey, and Trans- 
fer Agent Cornelius Eckerson, and asked 
to see the books. The permission has been 
persistently refused. 

The North American Company was in- 
corporated in New-Jersey on June 14, 1890. 
The present Board of Directors consists 
of Charles W. Wetmore, President: Ed- 
ward Edes, Secretary and Treasurer; George 
R. Sheldon, J. H. Herrick, Silas W.- Burt, 
Henry C.. Payne, Edward Q. Keasbey of 
Newark, and John I. Bebbs. The company 
owns street railroads in Milwaukee, Wis. 

It was said in court to-day that the Mil- 
waukee stockholders would ask for a re- 
ceivership.

SIR JOHN THOMPSON’S FUNERAL 


A Fight in the Canadian Parliament 
Over the Expense. 


OTTAWA, June 13.—There is to be ®& 
rather lively time in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. before the vote for $25,000 fer the 
state funeral of Sir John Thompson is 
passed. The opposition to the amount is 
owing to the way the money was squan- 
dered, and not because a public funeral 
was'given to the dead Premier. So strong 
is the opposition to this that it is proba- 
ble even that the grant of $25,000 to the 
widow may also be opposed. 

In, the House to-day, Mr. Quimet, the 
Minister of Public Works, stated that there 
were only three public funerals ever given 
to Canadians. The first was to Sir George 
E. Cartier, whose funeral cost the State 


$10,000. This was in 1873. In 1891 the 
funeral of Sir John Masdonald cost $6,900. 
So far all the accounts for the funeral of 
Sir. John Thompson had not been adjusted 
but they already amount to $25,000.

The Crack Trotting: Filly Loses Her 
First Spring Race. 


The harness racers had a close call from 
being stopped at Fleetwood, Park yesterday. 
After some smart showers that came during the 
forenoon, the track was quite muddy, especially 
on the low part from the first quarter to the 
turn leading up the hill to Point of Rocks. . 

About 2,000 people were present, ingluding a 
number of ladies, who occupied the boxes on the 
the clubhoyse veranda. They saw two contests 
that were close enough to be interesting and 
were decided before they became wearisome. 
The third event, for 2:27 trotters, was post- 
poned to to-day, 

Queen Alfred, a smooth-going four-year-old 
from Texas, has been winning in the 2:18 class 
all through the earlier part of the circuit, and 
was considered good for several heats in 2:15 
or better. As none of her six opponents had 
shown any such form, the odds were 10 to 7 on 
Queen Alfred before the first heat. She was 


not asked to get to the front this time, and 
Soudan, an old campaigner, now owned in Bal- 
timore, proved the best of the field. Dudley 
Olcott, the hope of the home talent, Was un- 
steady, and lost the pole in the first quarter on 
account of a break. As the mile was only in 
2:18%, Queen Alfred continued to rule the 
market, and she managed to overtake Soudan 
just at the wire in the second heat. It was evi- 
dent that the latter could make a better fight, 
as he was going easy, and Snyder did not make 
any kind of a drive when the favorite came after 
him. The reason was apparent; he did 
not want to get Soudan out of the 2:18 class, 
but the heat was back in 2:18%, as before. This 
showed the Baltimore party that they had a good 
chance to win, and that Queen Alfred was not 
the trotter she had been at their city. and 
Philadelphia. This fact was further proved in 
the third heat, when the bay filly would not 
respond to her driver’s urging, and fell back 
to third place, as Soudan finished in 2:18. 
Another heat settled all dispute, and the Texas 
favorite could only chase Soudan out in 2:19, 

In the 2:10 pace Gil Curry went to pieces and 
fell back in the first heat, Paul shot to the front 
after passing the half, and won by a. long lead 
in 2:14%. Betting had been 5 to 3 onthe gray 
pacer, and he continued to be’ favorite. at 
even money. He made no mistakes after that, 
and gave a sample of his whirlwind brush in 
the second heat, when he overtook Paul in the 
home stretch and outfooted him by a short head 
in 2:13%. Rebus had something to say about 
the third heat, when he rushed past Gil Curry 
and led to the half in 1:04. The heavy going was 
fatal to the bay pacer in the third quarter, and 
a tangled break left him far behind.

REGATTA 


Thirteen Yachts Sailed in the Races, 
Which Were Uninteresting. 


Thirteen yachts started in the fiftieth annual 
regatta of the New-York Yacht Club yesterday. 
The yachts were started off Buoy 18, and it was 
the 18th day of the month. Any old salt would 
decide that one of these evil influences would be 
enough to hoodoo a race, and the effect of the 
three was hard to overcome. The thirteen yachts 
sailed ‘in seven classes, but in only three of these 
was there any contest, and in only one was the 
race at all interesting. 

The interesting contest was between the 
schooners Shamrock and Elsemarie, and the Else- 
marie won by 1 minute 58 seconds. It was 
hoped that the forty-foaters would furnish a good 
contest, but the Gossoon and the Norota did not 
start, and the Minerva was beaten by the Uvira 
29 minutes 42 seconds. In the mixed class the 


Wasp sailed against the Neaera and won ‘by 23 
minutes 44 seconds. The Clytie started against 
the Emerald, but was so far behind at the finish 
that the Regatta Committee did not wait to take 
her time. The Ramona and: Queen Mab had 
‘* walk-overs,"’ and the Golonia sailed over the 
course to give her crew a little work at 
handling her sails. 

Eighteen yachts entered for the races, but 
when the starting signal was given from Commo- 
dore Brown's flagship, the Sylvia, at 11:25 o'clock 
only ten of these were near the line. The Ra- 
mona, Queen Mab, Hildegarde, Gossoon, and 
Eclipse were seen coming down through the 
Narrows. The Ramona managed to get acrass 
the line just after the handicap gyn was fired. 
The Queen Mab was badly handicapped, and the 
others gave up the race at once. The wind then 
was light from the southeast, and the tide flood- 


ng. 

The single-stickers were sent across the line 
first, and this is the time taken as they started: 
Colonia, 11:35:54; Wasp, 11:36:00; Minerva, 
11:37:18; Uvira, 11:38:24. 

They crossed on the port tack, and after mak- 
ing a hitch out toward Coney Island Point, were 
able to lay their course to the Southwest Spit 
Buoy. The handicap gun for the cutters, fired 
at 11:40, was the signal for the schooners to 
start. This is the way they crossed -the line: 
Elsemarte, 11:41:08; Shamrock, 11:41:56; Clytfe, 
11:42:32; Loyal, 11:42:38; Emerald, 11:48:07; 
Neaecra, 11:44:20. The handicap gun was fired 
at 11:50, and Ramona crossed 16 seconds JIater, 
while Queen Mab was nandinnppes 21 minutes 45 
seconds. The Wasp, Neaera, Minerva, and Uvira 
sailed to Scotland Lightship, and the others to 
Sandy Hook Lightship. Minerva seemed to be 
in trouble right after the start, and sagged badly 


to leeward. The Uvira, with Ed. at her 
helm, repeated her performance of 
soon led the crack Fife boat. : 

When near the Southwest Spit the wind hauled 
to the south-southeast, Colonia led the fleet. at 
this mark, and passed at 12:83:00; Wasp was 
timed at 12:42:50; Emerald, 12:43:20; Shamrock, 
12:45:40; Elsemarie, 12:46:25; Uvira, 12:50:10; 
Loyal, |12:51:30;. Minerva, (12:54:35;  Neaera, 
12:54:45: Ramona, 1:01:30; Clytie, 1:04:45, and 
Queen Mab, 1:08:00. On this point of sailing 
Emerald, Wasp, and Uvira had gained so much 
that it was plain to every one that they must win 
unless accidents occurred. The Loyal, which 
should have been sailing against the Neaera, had 
beaten that boat 2 minutes 33 seconds, 

To the $icotland Lightship it was a dead beat 
to windward. To Sandy Hook Lightship, the 
yachts made a long tack and a short one and 
were then able to weather the mark. The times 
at the Scotland were: Wasp, 1:59:30; Uvira, 
2:05:30; Minerva. 2:20:30, A thick fog bank 
hid the yachts from view at the Sandy Hook 
light. Colonia turned at about 1:50:00, After 
she had started on her homeward journey the 
fog lifted and Emerald was seen tacking around 
the lightship at 2:16:20; Shamrock at 2:23:24; 
Elsemarie, at 2:16:20; Queen Mab, at 2:32:13; 
Loyal, at 2:35:40, and Ramona, at 2:42:31, All 
eased booms to starboard on the run home and 
set balloon jibtopsails and maintopmast  stay- 
sails. The wind was light and when the second 
division of racers was near the point of the 
Hook it hauled still more to the southward, so 
that they were able to wreak out spinnakers, 
after jibing round the Soutuwest *jpit buoy.

ANOTHER MISHAP TO AILSA. 


Split Her Jib in a Squall, and the 
Britannia Finished Alone, 


LONDON, June 13.—The regatta of the Royal 
Southampton Yacht Club, in which only the 
Britannia and Ailsa. took part, was delayed this: 
morning by a calm that was not dissipated 
until nearly 11 o’clock, when a gentle north- 
easterly breeze sprang up. The yachts carried 
club topsails and jibtopsails at the start. A 
slack ebb tide assisted them over the first leg of 
the course, a stretch of about twelve miles. 
The first half of the way to the Warner was 
a broad reach, with the: wind forward the port 
beam. Later the wind veered to northwest and 
freshened a bit. and the yachts set spinnakers. 

The starting gun was fired at 10:45. The

Britannia four seconds later, or about a length 
astern. In the reaching ana running to the 
Warner the Britannia gained 22 seconds. They 
rounded the Warfer thus: Britannia, 12:08:50; 
Ailsa, 12:04:08. 

The wind got around to west-southwest, in- 
creasing slightly in force, and the yachts had a 
windward struggle oh the seventeen-mlle stretch 
to the Lymington mark. They got away from 
the Warner on the starboard tack, close hauled. 
They: were timed thus at Ryde, about a quarter 
of the way between Warner and Lymington: 
Ailsa, 12:80:40; Britannia, 12:89:48. 

Off Cowes the Britannia appeared to be about 
a minute ahead. The sky had darkened and a 
heavy rainstorm set in. After the storm had 
Passed the wind acquired a force that churned, 
up the whitecaps. The yachts heeled to their 
work. After they passed Cowes, with the Britan- 
nia apparently on the weather of the Allsa, ‘the 
course was in the teeth of a spanking breeze. 
The comparative merits of the yachts in weather 
work might have been well tested if the Ailsa: 
had not come to grief. She split her jib, and, as 
the Britannia drew away from her, she aban 
doned the contest and steered up the Solent for 
Southampton under easy head sail. The Britan-, 
nia continued on her course, and finished at 
8:53:10, covering the course in 5 hours 7 minutes 
and 56 seconds. 


Valkyrie Built for Sandy Hook Waters. 


LONDON, June 13.—In an article to-day on the 
Valkyrie The Yachtsman says that the spars of 
the Ailsa are puny compared with those of the 
Valkyrie III., and that the size of the Valkyrie’s 


Spars -will terrify American yachtsmen, The 
paper adds that the consensus of opinion among 
British yachtsmen is that the Valkyrie will win 
the America’s Cup, but that if she does not, it 
would be: futile for a British yacht to make any 
further ‘attempt to capture that trophy. Mr. 
Watson, the designer of the new boat, has for 
the first time subordinated every consideration 
to the, essential qualifications of a ninety-footer 
to sail in the waters off Sandy Hook.

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A DANGER TO BE FACED. 

Every breath of encouragement extend- 
ea to the advocates of the coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1 or any other 
ratio will but contribute to the deter-° 
mination of the Republican managers to 
force an election of President in 1897 by 
the House of Representatives, Do the 
Republicans hope to have a silver Presi- 
dent chosen in that roundabout and un- 
satisfactory fashion? It is possible that 
some of them do, and that they are con- 
triving a way not only to force the elec- 
tion into the House, but to insure the 
choice in that place of an ayowed free- 
silver man as President. 

It is evident that if the Democratic 
candidate does not obtain a majority of 
the electoral votes, the candidate of the 
Republican Party will not be able to se- 
cure a majority, with the silver States of 
the Northwest and West in open revolt. 
With Sibley or Cameron to draw off votes 
in those sections, it is safe to assume 
that the Republicans will stand second in 
the Electoral College. The candidacy of 
a. silver man may also deprive a sound- 
money Democrat of so many votes that 
it will be necessary to go to the House 
for a decision. : 

When the House proceeds to vote it 
will not be obligatory upon the Republic- 
ans to vote for the regular candidate of 
that party. The opportunity of the silver 
men to secure a willing instrument in the 
White House will be seen beforehand; in- 
deed, it may have been seen already. 
Consider what that opportunity may be. 

There will, presumably, be a regular 
Republican and a regular Democratic 
candidate, both of whom will be sound- 
money men, though perhaps standing’ on 
a platform with a “ straddle” currency 
plank. There will be a free-silver candi- 
date, upon a 16-to-1 platform. These 
three candidates will stand highest on 
the list, and under the Constitution will 
be voted for by the Representatives, each 
State having a vote, to be indicated by a 
majority of the members from the State. 

Twenty States—Connecticut, Illinois, In- 

diana, Iowa, Kansas, Maime, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, 
New-Hampshire, New-Jersey, New-York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Vermont, West Virginia, and Wis- 
consin—may be depended upon, as now 
represented in the House, to vote for a 
sound-money candidate—the regular Re- 
publican leader chosen by the National 
Convention. 

It will have been ascertained long be- 
fore this vote shall have been reached 
that the Democratic candidate cannot be 
chosen. There will not have been the 
slightest expectation, up to the time the 
roll of States is to be called, that the 
silver candidate would win. The Con-

” A majority does not appear to 
be within the reach of the sound-money 
Republicans. 

Here will be the opportunity of the 
silver State men and the Representatives, 
already chosen, who are known to con- 
trol the delegations from several South- 
ern States. With the Presidency and its 
power within their reach, it is conceiva- 
ble that the votes of California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
North Carolina, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Washington, Wyoming, now in the Re- 
publican celumn in the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress, and those of Alabama, Arkansas, 
Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, now 
in Democratic control, may all be cast 
for the candidate who has given public 
assurance that he will ‘‘ not treat silver 
as a commodity,” and that he will ap- 
prove a free coinage bill if it shall be 
sent to him. 

The record of the last Congress shows 
that devotion to free coinage is superior, | 
in the regard of its advocates, to all par-. 
tisan ties; that in order to advance the - 
eause of free coinage it would be tolera- 
ble and even patriotic to starve the Gov-_ 
ernment. To free silverites of this sort, 
led by Carter, or Sibley, or Cameron and 
inspired by Stewart and Ives, there is 
nothing abhorrent in this plan of getting 
@ President. 

“TOP-KNOT, COME DOWN,” 

Justice Gaynor’s recent decision as to 
the so-called Brush veteran law is to a 
lay mind- simply amazing. This law, 
which is Chapter 344 of the Laws of 1895, 
Was passed “in grateful recognition,” 
&c., and it provides that when honorably 
discharged soldiers or sailors are appli- 
cants for appointment or promotion in 
the civil service of the State or cities of 
the State “they shall be preferred for 
such appointment and promotion, and 
competitive examination shall not be 
deemed practicable or necessary in cases 
where the compensation or other emolu-

‘ment of ‘the office does not exceed four. 


dollars a day.” When this law was be- 
fore the Legisiature we pointed out not 
only the extremely mischievous effect it 
‘would have on the service, but the fact 
that it would probably be heid unconsti- 
tutional by the courts. 

When a veteran applied for appoint- 
ment to a place in the competitive sched- 
ule in Brooklyn, the Civil Service Board 
declined to certify his name without ex- 
amination, believing the law to be uncon- 
stitutional. The applicant sought a man- 
damus from Justice Gaynor and got it, 
on the curious ground that, while the law 
would bé unconstitutional if. it applied to 
veterans alone, it applied to all “ cases 
where the compensation or other emolu- 
ment of the office does not exceed four 
dollars a day.” This, we have ventured 
to say, is an amazing opinion. We do not 
accuse Justice Gaynor of anything dis- 
creditable. We expressly disclaim any- 
thing like contempt for him as a court. 
We are simply lost in admiration at a 
mind that can read this meaning into the 
plain language of the statute. It recalls 
the effort of the Puritan preacher in 
Cromwell's day who denounced the lofty 
hairdressing of the time, taking as his 
text ‘‘ Top-knot, come down,” When the 
Scriptures were examined, it was found 
that the text was a judicious excerpt 
from the sentence, ‘‘ Let him who is upon 
the house top not come down.” 


A CHALLENGE TO KEELY. 


Two or three of our esteemed contem- 
poraries in Philadelphia deny that the 
Mahatmas have taken lodgings in that 
city. They were there, however, a few 
months ago, and we understand that 
they have not departed. If our friends 
in Philadelphia are really in doubt as to 
the presence of Koot Hoomi and Morya, 
they do know that Keely and his motor 
can still be found in their town, and we 
observe that the rejection of Koot and 
Morya by Chicago wheat brokers and 
certain other adepts has been followed 
by an attempt on the part of the editor 
of Electricity to annoy Keely and bring 
his powers into disrepute. Referring to 
an article recently published, in which 
the Philadelphia inventor proposes that 
his motor shall be subjected to certain 
tests, Electricity says: 


. “We will undertake to repeat, without 
recourse to other than well-known physic- 
al agencies, every phenomenon which Mr. 
Keely will produce by his so-called newly 
discovered force or agencies: To enable us 
to do this, we ask no especial privileges 
within the arcana of Keely’s workshop. We 
ask only to be permitted to see the ex- 
periments performed as he will show them 
to other experts, in order that we may 
know the task that is before us. If. Mr. 
Keely will give us this opportunity, we 
will agree to repeat everything which he 
does, before the same committee of ex- 
perts, provided that they are men of rec- 
ognized standing in the scientific world, 
within sixty days.” 


We do not see why Keely should con- 
sent to have his extremely fine and 
ethereal force measured by comparison 
with ordinary and vulgar physical agen- 
cies, for we have come to believe that he 
is a prudent and saving man, but his 
faithful friends should be tempted by 
this opportunity to put a bold unbeliev- 
er to shame. If, as we suspect, Keely 
has one of the Mahatmas concealed in 
the recesses of his ponderous machinery, 
the failure of his enemy is a foregone 
conclusion. 


A QUESTION OF CONSTRUCTION, 

Mr. Carter’s opinion that the Governor 
may sign the Manhattan State Hospital 
bill and make it a law, notwithstanding 
the failure of the Mayor to certify its 
acceptance by the city, or, indeed, to at- 
tach any certificate to it at all, seems to 
be based upon the assumption that the 
Mayor’s “ veto” was not intended to be 
final upon special city bills after the ad- 
journment of the Legislature, any more 
than during the session. The Constitu- 
tion says explicitly that, ‘‘ whenever dur- 
ing the session at which it was’ passed, 
any such bill is returned without the ac- 
ceptance of the city or cities to which it 
relates, or within such fifteen days is not 
returned, it may nevertheless again be 
passed by both branches of the Legislat- 
ure, and it shall then be subject as are 
other bills to the action of the Governor.” 
This implies that if it is not passed a 
second time it is not subject to the Gov- 
ernor’s action and cannot become a law. 
An opportunity has been given for a 
hearing in this city, for an expression of ' 
public opinion and a statement whether 
the proposed legislation is acceptable. 
If the answer of the city is adverse, the 
Legislature may take the responsibility 
of enacting the legislation nevertheless, 
just as it may, by a two-thirds vote, pass 
any act in spite of the Governor’s dis-. 
approval. — 

But in case the session of the Legislat- 
ure has terminated when the bill is re- 
turned, the Constitution simply says that 
it shali be sent to the Governor, “ with 
the Mayor’s certificate thereon, stating 
whether the city has or has not accepted | 
the same,” but it does not say that it 
shall be subject to the Governor’s action 
if not accepted. There is nothing to im-: 
ply an intention that the Governor may 
assume the responsibility which the Leg- 
islature can no longer exercise. The ob- 
jection that the Mayor’s veto upon Spe-. 
cial city bills then becomes final has no 
more force, it seems to us, than the ob- 
jection that a Governor’s veto becomes 
final after the end of the session, when 
there is no chance for reconsideration by 
the Legislature. That isthe intention. — 

We cannot argue from precedent or 
from ‘decisions which affect the Govern- 
or’s power, because this provision for a 
city’s. acceptance of special legislation 
relating to its property, affairs, and gov- 
érnment is absolutely new, and there is 
no precedent or decision that touches it. 
The question here is not of the Govern- 
‘or’s power, but of the Mayor’s power, or 
rather of the city’s power exercised 
through the Mayor, to reject unaccepta- 
ble special acts and to prevent them from 
becoming Iaw unless the legislature 
takes the responsibility of passing them 


ih spite of it. During the session a fall-. 


ure to return a bill within fifteen days is 
equivalent to a failure to accept it, and 
of course returning it without any cer- 
tificate at all is returning it “ without 
the acceptance of the city.” 

This power of cities to say whether 
special acts affecting their interests are 
acceptable or not, and to prevent them 
from becoming laws unless they are de- 
liberately passed again when they have 
been declared unacceptable, is about the 
only safeguard of municipal self-govern- 
ment that we succeeded in getting from 
the Constitutional Convention. If that 
ean be nullified by leaving those acts 
until the end of the session, with the 
power in the hands of the Governor to 
deal’ witn them without reference to the 
city’s refusal or failure to accept, then 
this power amounts to nothing. The 
form and manner of non-acceptance will 
not signify, if actual acceptance is not 
deemed requisite. . 

The bill transferring the care of the 
city’s insane to the State was a very im- 
portant one. It was very desirable that 
it should become law, but the principle 
that a special act relating to a city shall 
not become a law unless the city accepts 
it, or the Legislature takes the responsi- 
bility of disregarding its failure to accept 
it and passes it again, is more important, 
and it is desirable to maintain it unim- 
paired. The failure of a Mayor to per- 
form an act required of him can hardly 
affect a question of Constitutional pro- 
cedure. If the Governor fails to approve 
any bill within thirty days after the end 
of the session, it cannot become a law, 
however inadvertent or perverse his neg- 
lect may be, and in the case of special 
city bills the Mayor’s acceptance is made 
just as essential as the Governor’s ap- 
proval. 


AN ILLINGIS 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois with respect to the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Company (commonly 
called the Whisky Trust, although it 
may with more propriety be cailed the 
Alcohol Trust,) discloses what seems to 
be a very interesting disagreement be- 
tween the Federal courts and the Illinois 
court of last resort. It is not our pur- 
pose to consider now any of the inciden- 
tal complications—of which there are 
many—which are the result of the long- 
continued litigation between the former 
managers of the company and those wno 
have undertaken to reorganize it, but 
simply to direct attention to the disa- 
greement of which we have _ spoken, 
which may be one of very considerable 
importance. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois decided 
yesterday that the Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding Company, or Whisky Trust, is 
an unlawful combination. Although we 
have not at hand a full copy of the opin- 
ion, we infer from a summary of it that 
the concern was held to be an unlawful 
combination not only ig accordance with 
the substantially uniform decisions of the 
courts in all the States for the last forty 
years under the common law as inter- 
preted with respect to combinations in 
restraint of trade and designed to sup- 
press competition—many of these decis- 
ions having been cited by the court—but 
also under the provisions of the Illinois 
statute concerning such combinations. 
The court also holds that the concern did 
not procure immunity by obtaining an 
Illinois charter of incorporation. . It may 
be recalled that with respect to this ques- 
tion a similar decision was made by the 
same court some years ago in a case re- 
lating to the combination of gas com- 
panies in Chicago. The combined dis- 
tillers procured a charter a few years 
ago for the reason, as stated by the 
managers, that Trusts in name as well 
as in form had become unpopular.. The 
court now holds that the company has 
not only misused,and abused its cor- 
porate powers, but has also usurped and 
exercised powers not granted by its char- 
ter. 

This decision is an affirmation of one 
made some time ago by a lower court in 
Illinois in a suit brought by the Attorney 
General of that State. That earlier de- 
cision was a matter of record when re- 
ceivers for the Distilling and Cattle 
Feedin, Company were appointed by a 
Judge of the United States District Court 
in Illinois and a Judge of the United 
States Circuit Court in Ohio. The com- 
pany then being under the ban of the 
State courts, which had declared it to be 
an illegal combination under both the 
common law and the statutes, the chief 
receiver proceeded, with the sanction and 
support of the Federal courts, to enlarge 
the combination and make it more effect-- 
ive by inducing the two or three inde- 
pendent distillers to become associated 
with it in order that the price of the 
products of both the company and the in- 
dependent distillers might safely be in- 
creased. The independents having asso- 
ciated themselves with the company for 
this purpose the chief receiver was 
appointed by all the producers to be 
Chairman of an executive committee 
and was empowered to fix the price 
of alcohol and other similar products of 
the enlarged combination. He did fix 
them, or undertook to do so, by procla- 
mation issued’ and circulated by tele- 
graph once a week, over his signa-. 
ture. Several successive increases of 
price were thus brought about. The 
original combinatton was thus enlarged 
and the price of alcohol for the entire 
country was thus increased by the person 
directly representing the Federal Circuit 
and District courts, and With the sanc- 
tion and support of Judges of those 
courts, at a time when the original and 
incomplete combination had been pro- 
nounced unlawful by the courts of the 
State in which nearly all of its output 
was produced and from which it had ob- 
tainéd its corporate charter, because it 
had taken similar action under less favor- 
able conditions, and with a smaller meas- 
uré of success from a commercial point

of view. 


This original decision has now been 
confirmed by the Supreme Court of the 
State, and the combination as enlarged 


| e Fedéral courts, with 
its business carridd on under the man- 
agement of this agent @s a controller of 
prices, still exists"in Illinois. The opin- 
ion’ having been’ expressed in Illinois 
that as a result of this Supreme Court 
decision the distilleries controlled by the 
company or combination (there were about 
eighty of them, with less than a dozen 
of these in operation) would revert to 
their original owners, this receiver and 
representative of the courts has declared, 
it is reported, that he will hold the com- 
pany’s property at any cost. Owing to 
the course pursued by him thus far, this 
indicates a purposete- carry on for some 
time the business of the enlarged combi- 
nation as it has been carried on during 
the last few months. On the other hand, 
the representative of the reorganization 
committee says that the decision is very 
satisfactory to the reorganizers, and adds 
that the laws of Illinois permit the cor- 
poration to exist for two years for the 
purpose of collecting the money due to 
it and of selling its property. ‘‘ The re- 
ceiver has a right temporarily to con- 
tinue the business until an advantageous 
sale can be made.” But has he a right 
to carry on the business hereafter as he 
has been conducting it? The decision in- 
dicates that he has not, so far as the 
State courts are concerned. 

We do not say that it is desirable or in 
accordance with the Illinois decision that 
the original owners of the distilleries, 
who sanctioned the shameful and scan- 
dalous management of the concern in 
the past, should regain possession, or 
that the aims of the reorganization com- 
mittee are not commendable. But the 
apparent conflict between the Federal 
courts and the State courts on the funda- 
mental legal question involved is one that 
deserves attention, because it may be of 
considerable importance hereafter with 
respect to the attitude of judicial tri- 
bunals toward what are.called combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. 


MR. CHOATE AND MR. SAGE. 

We beg Mr. Choate’s pardon for allow- 
ing ourselves to be misled into the as- 
sumption that he would allow any other 
professional engagement to interfere 
with the solemn duty and the stern joy 
of his semi-annual cross-examination of 
Mr. Russell Sage. The grateful task of 
holding Mr. Sage up to the contempla- 
tion of the jury, and incidentally of the 
community, was performed by Mr. Cheate 
yesterday in a sitting which seems to 
have been extremely successful, perhaps 
more so than on any previous occasion. 
The best test of success in an experiment 
of this kind is what the vivisectors, when 
they are engaged in exploring the inti- 
mate recesses of a frog or a cat, call the 
** reaction’ of the subject, and attribute 
to it a good deal of physiological impor- 
tance, Judged by this test, yesterday’s 
exploration of Mr. Sage was highly suc- 
cessful. He exhibited so much reaction 
that it was evident the probe of the 
cross-examiner had reached his most sen- 
sitive parts. Indeed, the reflex action at 
one moment became so violent that the 
demonstrator was compelled to invoke 
the protection of the court against what 
seemed to him the minatory attitudes of 
his victim. If he was in danger, how- 
ever, there is no reason to suppose that 
it was because the witness deliberately 
meant to injure him, any more than he 
deliberately meant to injure Mr. Laidlaw 
on the epoch-making occasion which 
marked at once the end of Mr. Sage’s 
suit of clothes and the beginning of his 
suit-at-law. If he seemed to double his 
fist and shake it at Mr. Choate, it was in 
a convulsive struggle, such as causes a 
frog under dissection violently to extend 
his hind leg, or such as, many years ago, 
Mr. Sage may have experienced in a den- 
tist’s chair. Such an action is no more 
to be imputed as a crime to the hard- 
pressed banker than to the vivisected 
frog, though it is true that the fist even 
of an octogenarian millionaire may do 
bodily harm when his mental agitation 
converts him into the similitude of a 
windmill. 

It must be, indeed, a trying position to 
have your adversary, who seems to find 
a personal enjoyment in doing his duty 
to his client at your expense, holding 
you up to public contemplation. As a 
general rule, a defendant so persecuted 
would become an object of public sym- 
pathy. The peculiar hardship of Mr. 
Sage's case is that he cannot expect any 
sympathy. It is not with the unhappy 
witness as if Mr. Choate had him alone 
in a donjon keep, as the mediaeval baron 
used to have the mediaeval Hebrew, pull- 
ing out a molar a day until the Hebrew 
concluded to save what was left of his 
dental formula at the cost of his secret 
hoard. He has the additional bitterness 
of suspecting that his discomfitures and 
his contortions are keenly enjoyed by his 
fellow-citizens, whose sympathies go out 
to the operator with the forceps, and not 
to the patient in the chair, It may well 
be doubted whether Mr. Sage would not 
rather have given $11 than to go through 
yesterday’s ordéal. When he considers 
that the operator has registered a vow 
that these ordeals shall attend his vic- 
tim’s declining years at the rate of two 
ordeals per annum, Mr. Sage may well 
waver in his resolution with respect to 


Mr. Laidlaw’s claim.

in the former. The need of the city, the 
authority conferred by law, and the duty 
of the Municipal Government are the 
same in both cases, 

Nor is it a matter of merely temporary 
interest, involving the health of the pres- 
ent population of the city during the 
heats of the current Summer. If it were, 
the course of the city officials would be 
plain enough. But it is much more and 
more lasting than that. Col. Waring has 
proved beyond all question what hereto- 
fore has been generally doubted, and 
-what certainly has never been estab- 
lished by expérience, that the streets can 
be cleaned promptly and thoroughly in 
Winter, Spring, and early Symmer. If 
now they are cleaned in the same way 
for the rest of the year, we shall not only 
have the enormous immediate benefit, but 
we shall know just what an adequate 
street cleaning costs under present condi- 
tions. We shall then have a basis for 
future operations. We shall know that 
the work is done faithfully and honestly 
on the principles of private business, with 
no interference from politicians. And we 
shall be able to tell where equal effi- 
ciency can be had at less cost, either by 
improved machinery, organization, and 
methods, or by a reasonable reduction in 
the payments for labor. That once done, 
and the question of wages taken out. of 
politics, we shall have a standard to 
apply which will make good work in the 


future much more easy to enforce.

BISHOP DOANE DEFENDED 


An anti-Woman Suffragist Says Oppost- 
tion Is Not Necessarily “ Ignorance,” 


To the Edito: of The New-York Timeg: 

Having read the address of Bishop Doane of 
Albany to the graduating class of St. Agnes’s 
School, touching on the woman suffrage ques- 
tion, and aiso the comments of Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe and other suffragists on the same, I 
am tempted te write a few words on the sub- 
ject from the standpoint of an anti-suffrage 
woman. 

Mrs. Howe speaks of the Bishop’s 
want of information, both of-.the origin and 
methods of the woman’s suffrage agitation,’’ 
and observes that his ‘‘ late fulmination against 
woman's suffrage and its champions only makes 
it obvious that, in his views and opinions, he is 
quite behind the age, whose spirit and tenden- 
cies he lamentably mistakes.’’ She cites the 
names of many prominent men and women whe 
are earnest advocates of equal suffrage, a 
noble roll, names which, as she truly says, 
“carry weight, morai and intellectual,”” and 
adds in conclusion that “it is safe to say that 
no utterance backed by merely ecclesiastical au- 
thority can have any weight against such an 
army of witnesses for the higher life and the 
diviner truth.’’ ; 

All this has a familiar sound, and returns as 
an echo of the days when the question of wo- 
man's suffrage was warmly discussed on’ both 
sides, preparatory to being brought before the 
Constitutional Convention at Albany. Then, 
now, arid at all times, a dissenting or an op- 
posing voice is, in the eyes of a suffragist, only 
the utterance of one “‘ignorant’’ of the whole 
question. The Bishop’s ‘‘ want of information 
is obvious,"’ and, because he speaks against the 
cause with no uncertain sound, he becomes, in 
his views and opinions, ‘‘ quite behind the age 
whose spirit and tendencies he lamentably miie- 
takes,’’ 

Does it never enter into the mind of a 
suffragist to conceive of a man er a 
possessing brains, wide intelligence, an earnest 
desire for the well-being of his or her fellow- 
creatures; above all, thoroughly well acquainted, 
as it is possible for any one to be, with both 
sides of that equal suffrage question? I fre 
peat, is it not possible to conceive of a man or 
woman possessing all these qualifications, not 
ignorant, and yet deliberately opposing woman’s 
suffrage, not because they do not think that it 
might not bring some possible advantages to the 
minority, but because they do not think that it 
would bring the greatest good to the greatest 
number? 

The Bishop of Albany is not only a man of 
broad and deep culture, but he is also a man 
familiar with many lands and many men, a 
man who has not studied life from his own 
windows merely, but who has mingled with the 
throng, and has kept abreast of the questions 
of the day as few men do, whose lifework is 
the ‘‘ care of souls.’” 

How can it be possible to imagine this man 
speaking ignorantly on such a subject, with only 
a limited and one-sided acquaintance with it? 
Is it not more reasonable to suppose him fully 
informed on both sides of the question, gravely 
weighing the, pros and cons, and giving a de- 
Hberate verdict in favor of what he conceives 
to be the better cause? 

I know hundreds of intelligent, conscientious, 
well-informed people—I specially mean well in- 
formed on the suffrage question—who, after de- 
liberate thought, have come to the same con- 
clusion. I protest against the tiresome and oft 
repeated ‘‘ignorance’’ which the suffragists 
hurl in the faces of their opponents, and I pray 
instead that they will open their eyes to the 
fact that opposition dees net always mean “ ig- 
norance.”’

Indies squadron will start June 15 for Ber- 
muda and the Bahamas to relieve the 
cruiser Mohawk in assisting to prevent fili- 
bustering expeditions to Cuba. 

WASHINGTON, June 13—Information 
reached Washington to-day that the steam- 
er George W. Chitas, which, it is said, left 
Philadelphia a fortnight ago in the interest 
‘of the Cuban rebels, touched at Jamaica 
yesterday and sailed last night to San 
Domingo. ; 

When the vessel left Philadeiphia, she 
dropped down the river to Greenwich, where 
she is understood to have taken on beard 
@ consignment of arms for the revolu- 
tionists. Some days after she put in an ap- 
pearance at the Florida Keys. ~Here she is 
said to have received the filibustering party 
under the commend of four leaders, Reloff, 
Sanchez, Garcia, and Castillo, as told in 
the United Press dispatches last Tuesday. 

It was originally announced that this 
party numbered 2,000, but it has been shown 
since that the entire humber did not ex- 
eeed 50.

WISDOM OF THE PROCLAMATION 


Comments of a State Department Of- 
ficial on Filibusters. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The Presiden- 
tial »vroclamation admonishing the Cuban 
filibusters is somewhat extraordinary in the 
annals of the State Department. It is not, 
of course, withdut precedent, for at this 
late day almost any performanuce would 
find its justifization in previous similar 
action, if one were looking for this sort of 
support. 

The document is not one issued hastily, 
or without complete inquiry into the state 
of affairs. The continued attempts of sym- 
pathizers with Cuban insurgents to aid the 
enemies of the Government by furnishing 
supplies som: time ago attracted the at- 
tion of the Washington authorities. More 
recently the sukject was again presented 
by the Spanish Minister, an official who has 
just been iastalled in the Legation here, 
but who hag.past experience in this country 
which gis®” “im an acquaintance with the 
elements most tc be feared by his Govern- 
ment in maintaining peace and commercial 
Stability in Cuba. 

There has been an effort here to-day to 
detect in the proclamation an ulterior pur- 
pose’ of. this Administration, as if there 
were something behind President Cleveland’s 
note of warning to the Cuban filibusters. 
Just how the emphatic, unmistakable terms 
of the proclamation could be construed to 
have hidden significance will not appear to 
any but the ingenious partisan reasoner 
whose sole occupation is to discredit the 
Giplomatic work of the President. 

Whatever view of Cuban independence 
Mr. Cleveland may personally entertain, 
there is no indication of it in the proeclama- 
tion, which is an honest, fearless, and de- 
termined endeavcr to fulfill the obligation 
we owe to a friendly power. 

The State Department will instruct its 
agents in the West Indies to observe and 
report anything which is in any sense a 
violation of our neutrality, and the offen- 
ders of the law in this respect will be 
summarily dealt with. 

A State Department official said to-day to 
athe correspondent of The New-York Times: 
“While this proclamation is unusual, it is 
by no means unwarrantable. The repeated 
efforts of the filibusters to aid and abet the 
Cuban rebels must be stopped. Our duty 
and course in the matter are plain. Failure 
to prohibit the known determination to sus- 
tain the insurgents in their antagonism to 
the Spanish rule would amount to a wilful 
disregard to our agreement with the Gov- 
ernment at Madrid. 

“The principal calling of some people in 
Fiorida seems to be that of filibustering, 
and, in one way or another, they are get- 
ting this Government into a good de of 
trouble. 

“We are not recognizing any party or 
any state of war anywhere by this procla- 
mation. We are simply insisting on a well- 
known principle of international usage that 
we wil: not permit our citizens or persons 
within our borders or within our juris- 
diction to contribute to the power of the 
disloyal subjects ‘of a friendly nation.” 

The State Department is informed that 
the executive proclamation is regarded by 
Cuban and Spanish officials as an evidence 
that this Government will do al in its 
power to prevent filibustering expeditions. 


The Raleigh Starts for Florida. 


The United States cruiser Raleigh, Capt. 
Merrill Miller commanding, passed out by 
Sandy Hook yesterday afternoon, bound 
for Key West, Fla., to take up patrol duty 
on the Florida and Guif coasts, in the 
endeavor to prevent Cuban filibustering 
expeditions. 

The Raleigh came here several days 
ago, expecting to take part in the Harlem 
Ship Canal celebration next Monday. 


MANUEL RUIZ ZORILLA DEAD. 


Career of a Partisan of Amadeo and a 
Famous Conspirator. 


MADRID, June 13.—Sefior Manuel Ruiz 
Zorilla, the famous Spanish politician and 
republican agitator, died at Burgos, Old 
Castile, 130 miles north of this city to-day. 


Manuel Ruiz Zorilla was born in Castile 
in 1834. He was a Madrid barrister and 
a@ Deputy in the Cortes, when the revolt of 
1866 entailed his flight beyond the French 
frontier. 

In the provisiona, Government of Ad- 
miral Topete, after the revolution of 1868, 
he was Minister of Public Works, and 
ordered that church property should be 
takeh into the custody of tne State. : 

He was law Minister to Marshal Ser- 
rano in 1869, and, as President of the Par- 
Mament, advocated the Duke of Aosta’s 
candidature to the throne. On the acces- 
gion of the Duke of Amadeo i., Zorilla 
received the famous order of the Annun- 
giata, which ranks with the Golden Fleece 
and the Garter. 

When Amadeo abdicted, Zorilia went to 
Portugal with him. He went back to Spain 
and aili himself openly With every con-

He lived in Engiand, France, or Switzer- 
land, according to the needs of the moment, 
and his intrigues were a perpetual source 
of anxiety to every Spanish , Government.

I think we could and would make more money 
if we knew each other better.

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WHISKY TRUST ILLEGAL 


The Sweeping Decision of the Supreme 
’ Court of ‘Illinois. 


ALL THE PROPERTY MUST BE SOLD 


Law Allows Two Years in Which the 
Business Is to be Closed Out— 
Complications asto Land 
and Buildings. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 18.—The 8u- 
preme Court this morning, in thé Whisky 
Trust case, affirmed the decision of the 
Cook County Court, declaring the trust ille- 
gal. The decision is one of the strongest 


arraignments of combinations for the pur- 
pose of cornering or controlling prices in 
products ever promulgated by any court, 
and has given Attorney General Moloney 
and his assistants much satisfaction. 

The opinion is voluminous, containing for- 
ty-nine pages of closely typewritten man- 
uscript, and goes fully into the details of 
the case. Many citations are made, among 
them Chicago Gas and the Match Trust, 
to which the court maintains the Whisky 
Trust b@ars a similarity. This deduction is 
made from the fact that the Chicago Gas 
and Diamond Match Companies exceeded 
their charter rights by engaging in lines of 
business not granted in their charters. The 
Whisky Trust, the Court maintains, exceed- 
ed its charter by forming a combination to 


control prices, rather than to manufacture 
whisky. 


In regard to the claim made by the ap- 
Pellant that the surrendering and gathering 
in of stock of the different distilleries 
purged the trust of illegality, the Court 


maintains that this is a false presumption. 
The decision says: 


There is no magic in the trust certificates that 
can purge the trust scheme of its illegality. 

But it is urged that the defendant, by its 
charter, is authorized to purchase and own 
distillery property, and that there is no limit 
placed upon the amount of property which it 
may thus acquire. By its certificate of organiza- 
tion it is authorized to engage in a general dis- 
tilling business in Llinois and elsewhere, and to 
own the property necessary for that purpose. 
It should be remembered that grants of powers 
in corporate charters are to be construed strictly, 
and what is not given is by implication denied. 
The defendant is authorized to pwn such prop- 
erty as is necessary for its business and no more. 
Its power to acquire and hold property is lim- 
ited to that purpose, i 

In accumulating distillery properties in the 
manner and for the purpose shown, the de- 
fendant has not only misused and abused the 
powers granted by its charters, but has usurped 
and exercised powers not conferred by, but which 
are wholly foreign to, that instrument. It has 
thus rendered itself liable to prosecution by the 
State by quo warranto, and we are of the opinion 
that upon the facts shown by the information 
the judgment of ouster is clearly warranted, 


CHICAGO, June 18.—Soon after the re- 
ceipt of the Supreme Court's decision in 
the Whisky Trust case, Receiver McNulta 
Suggested to Marshal Arnold that additional 
deputies be sworn in and distributed among 
the local distilleries. The Marshal began 
oe the required number of men at 
noon, the greater number going to River- 
dale, which place, it was rumored, would 
be attacked to-night. Four big boxes 
of sky rockets, directed to Mr. Mce- 
Nulta, were carried into the Marshal’s of- 
fice, and were distributed among the distill- 
eries this afternoon. They are to be used 
as alarm signals at night if the telephone 
wires are cut. 


Receiver McNulta said to-day: 


The decision did not surprise me. I do not 
think that any one familiar with the corporation 
laws of Illinois and the formation of the trust 
is surprised, The decision does not affect me. 
I am simply the obedient servant vf the court, 
ready and willing to obey its orders. If the 
court orders me to sell the property or do any- 
thing else, I shall do it. It is for the court to say 
whether I shall continue to aet as receiver for 
a corporation which has been declared illegally 
organized and in effect dissolved, 

I have all the property of the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding Company in my possession, and 
will hold it against all comers. With the pre- 
cautionary measures I have taken, I have no 
apprehension of serious trouble. I do not be- 
lieve that any former owner of the property 
is so deficient in judgment as to resort to vio- 
lence to wrest any part of the property from 
the force that is now protecting it, with the 
reserve force ready on call for that purpose 
should it be needed. 


Levy Mayer, speaking for the reorganiza- 
tion stockholders of the Disfilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding Company, said this morning: 


We have been anxiously waiting for this de- 
cision, and are highly pleased that it has come 
in the way of an affirmance. It removes all ob- 
stacles for the Reorganization Committee and 
makes the matter of reorganization easy of ac- 
complishment in a few days. We saw in the 
proceedings begun by Attorney General Moloney 
the only opportunity at the time of getting rid 
of the reckless and unprincipled management of 
the officers in power. The effect of the decision 
is to deprive the company of the right to con- 
tinue in business. The statutes of Illinois make 
express provision for such a cage as this. They 
provide that the corporation shall continue during 
two years for the purpose of collecting debts 
due the corporation and selling and conveying the 
property and effects thereof, and that it shall 
be capable of protecting and defending all suits. 

Receiver MeNulta has the right to temporarily 
continue the business until an advantageous sale 
can be had of the property. The decision makes 
a sale of the property now in the hands of the 
Federal Court imperative and inevitable. There 
can be no successful filibustering or needless 
obstacles interposed to the sale of the property. 
Our petition for judicial sale has been ready for 
several weeks, and will be filed at once. 


Attorney Burry, of counsel for the Green- 
hut-Morris faction of the Whisky Trust, 
said in the absence of the President of the 
trust: “‘ The decision will create a serious 
question as to the ownership of the dis- 
tilleries, especially the big ones, at Peorla. 
Individuals own the land on which the dis- 
tilleries are built, and the company owns 
the plant. I think the leases run for twen- 
ty-five years, and about six years have 
elapned. I do not know if there are renewal 
clauses in the leases. If the court has held 
that the distilling company was an illegal 
body from its formation, and that it ac- 
quired all these properties in making an il- 
legal combination, then it may be that the 
ground leases are void, and the owners en- 
titled to immediate possession of the land 
on which the buildings are situated. 

‘In such a case, there would probably 


‘revert to the owners of the land the dis- 


tilleries that are on their land. This would 
make a very great reduction in the assets, 
which are in the hands of the receiver. The 
decision may be very far reaching in this 
direction. It will Bs evened be found that 
all the interests of those concerned in the 
distilleries have been benefited in some 
way. The decision is a great victory for 
the Attorney General. But do not see 
how Mr. Mayer and the other fellows can 
call it their victory. They instigated the 
proceedings and then ran. In the cases of 
the Shufeldt, Riverdale, and Calumet dis- 
tilleries, here, the ground was bought out- 
right, but I understand Mr. Lynch, of the 
Shufeldt, intends to try to set the deed 
aside.”

CHANGES IN- THE POLICE FORCE 


President Roosevelt Says There Is No In- 
mediate Prospect of a Sensational 
, “ Shake-np” of the Men. 


There were rumors at Polica Avadquar- 
ters yesterday of a tremendous “ shake-up” 
in the department, which would not leave 
the humblest patrolman in his old berth. 
President Roosevelt was quoted as the au- 
thority for the statement of the big changes 
coming in a few days. 

He laughed when a number of newspaper 
men interviewed him late last evening, and 
explained to them what a sensation he had 
made. 

“‘ All these stories in the afternoon papers 
are overdrawn,” he said. ‘‘ There is no 
immediate prospect of a sensational shake- 
up. We don’t intend to work in that way. 
There will be, however, sooner or later, 
a gradual shifting of the force. Remember 
that 1 am expressing only my own mind, 
and that I have not had an opportunity of 
discussing this matter as I should like with 
my colleagues. 

“Since I have been a Police Commis- 
sioner, I have been frequently asked what 
my policy is. I have no policy. 1 simply go 
on from day to day, taking up question 
after question as it comes forward. I 
wanted to know about patrol matters. I 
went out, therefore, on patrol myself, and 
personally investigated the ranrer in which 
the duties of patrolmen were performed. 
When I want to know about the excise ques- 
tion, I shall take similar steps and any 
others that seem good to me to find out. 

“Commissioner Grant, in the same way, 
has already gone into the question of sup- 
plies, and he has found out that he can 
save the city a great deal of money. That 
is the way in which this board is doing 
‘business. 

‘As to the general shake-up, however, 
I must reiterate that the views I have ex- 
pressed are my own personally. The mat- 
ter has not been fully discussed yet. Fithink 
I can say in the name of the board, how- 
ever, that the new men who are appointed 
will be detailed to positions where they will 
be removed as far as possible from any 

litical influences which may previously 

ave surrounded them. In future efficiency 

and honesty are to be the two claims to 
promotion and position in the Police De+ 
partment.”

- & BIG ELECTRIC CONTRACT 


With the Westinghouse Company— 
Col. Hain at Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, June 18.—The contract for 
the electrical equipment of the Manhattan 
Elevated Railway of New-York has been 
awarded to the Westinghouse Hlectric Com- 
pany of Pittsburg. The contract covers be- 
tween $7,000,000 and $8,000,000. 

The first official] announcement of this fact 
was made to-night, when F. K. Hain, Vice 
President and Genera] Manager of .,e Man- 
hattan Road, and ore of th. Goulds arrived 
in this, city to go over the Westinghouse 
Works and examine the system of nr:iors 
and appliances. 

Mr. Hain said: ‘“ Bleetricity is the power 
of the future in our business, and we must 


keep up with the times. It is not true, as 
has been reported, that the Edison General 
Electric Company is to furnish the Man- 
hattan Elevated Road with electrical equip- 
ment. 

“The contract for that work has been 
given to the Westinghouse Electric Com- 
pany, which will give us what we want. 
The contract will involve from $6,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 work of electrical apparatus and 
is based on fair business terms, which, lL 
believe, will be profitable to the Westing- 
house Company. It will not mean a change 
in our roadway, but will give us a much 
cheaper system of operation than thar in 
use at present.”’ 

This announcement is regarded as con- 
elusive that no business coalition has or 
will be made between the Edison and West- 
inghouse Companies. 

The Westinghouse officials say work will 
be begun on the entire elevated system in 
September.

VENTILATION OF NAVAL VESSELS 


Investigation as to the Means of KRem- 
edying the Defects. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—An inquiry is 
making into the ventilation on board ships 
of war. The investigation is the result of 
Many complaints made by those who are 
forced to inhabit the vessels for long periods. 
The lack of good air is not confined to the 
firerooms, but is also noticeable in the liv- 
ing quarters and the sleeping places, 

The officers report that the devices for in- 
creasing the circulation of air have so far 
failed or are at least uncertain. If the 
wind happens to be in the direction in which 


the ship is steaming, it frequently occurs 
that the ventilation aw the main deck is 
¢xtremely poor. The Surgeons have re- 
peatedly asked that some means for im- 
proving the condition be introduced, and 
they say that on some ships even the sick 
bay, as the place where the sick and in- 
jured are quartered is known, is inadequate- 
ly supplied with air. A board of experts 
has been in session during the week, and 
will soon present its ideas of the existing 
condition and the chances of improvement. 

One or two projects are under considera- 
tion, one from a naval officer, who suggests 
an abandonment of the familiar pe which 
rises above the deck, like a hooded funnel, 
and which gives air to the compartments 
below. He thinks the air might be brought 
down by other means, perhaps by the aid 
of a blower or immense fan. This latter 
method, however, has been found to have 
disadvantages. There are experts who be- 
lieve that from the very nature of ship con- 
struction, especially of the steel type, there 
can be no complete remedy for the discom- 
fort. There are others who believe that 
greater evils have been banishd by ingenu- 
ity and skill, and that the matter of venti- 
lation will be one which will readily surren- 
der to competent effort to improve the con- 
dtions complained of. 


CORNSTALK PADDING FOR 


It Has Survived the Tests to Which It 
Has Been Subjected. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The use of 
cornstalk padding for war ships has not 
been fully decided upon. The officials have 
not agreed that it is superior for such a 
purpose to the existing composition known 
as cellulose, made by a Philadelphia can- 
cern out of the fibre of the cocoa. There 
have been some tests of the new material, 
and so far it has been found to serve its 
intended use as well as the cellulose. It 
certainly obstructs the water as effectively 
by expanding after the manner of a sponge 
and filling an opening made by a projectile 
or by collision. It is cheaper than cellulase, 
and if it sustains remaining tests as well as 
it has the tests already held, it is likely 
that the new ships will be filled with it in- 
stead of the imported material. 

The principal fact to be established is the 
durability of the new substance, and this 
feature can only be determined by time. 
Some of the substances proposed as an ab- 
sorbent for use on shipboard deteriorete 
with age, and after a period of storage in 
air-tight compartments or on exposure to 
the air, lose their effect. Cellulose appears 
to have survived the test of time, and in 
order to make an accurate comparison it 
will be necessary again to perforate a sec- 
tion of cornstalk padding after the material 
has been laid aside, to allow for any dete- 
rioration which time would bring.

Confidence of Slots Betrayed.

If there can be degrees of meanness in for- 
gery, the manufacture of sham pennies with 
intent to betray the confidence of slots 
must surely form the lowest of them. A 
man was sentenced to fourteen days’ im- 
prisonment, at the Mansion House, yester- 
day, for using counterfeits of this desecrip- 
tion to minister to a guilty passion for 
chocolate. His sham pennies were of iron, 


and no doubt were made with some care, 
as to circumference and weight, to enable 
them to answer their purpose. This seems 
to touch the infinitely little of illegal in- 
dustry. The makers and “ utterers’”’ of such 
false currency must find it hard to look 
one another in the face, especially when 
they are confronted with practitioners in 
the highest reaches of the art. Their sharp-~ 
ist punishment would be the contempt of an 
artist in the sovereign trade.

ALL UNDER CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


The President, After Due Thought, Decides 
That Employes of the Printing Office 
Must Be Examined. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—At the confer 
ence this afternoon between the Presidert, 
the Public Printer and the Civil Service Com- 
mission, the President signed the order 
placing the employes of the Government 
Printing Office under the civil service. 

The revised draft of the order which wa4 
drawn up at the conference a few days ago 


was again considered, and after changes 
and interlineations, several of which were 
made by the President, the President signed 
the order, which he retained possession of. 
The order will include all the 2,500 em- 
ployes, with the exception of the lowest 

rade of laborers, and provisions are made 
or 30 to 90 day appointments in cases of 
emergency, such as arise mary times dur- 
ing the session of Congress, when much 
additional work is necessary. 

The order will, in all probability, go into 
effect in a few days, or as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made for holding examina- 
tions: The entire present force will be re- 
tained without examinations. The exami- 
nation will consist mostly of questions of 
a practical character relating to the various 
trades, and will contain but a small per- 
centage of scholastic inquisitions. 

The idea, which originated with the employes 
themselves, and which was at first opposed 
by the bookbinders, will in no way inter- 
fere with the regulations of the various 
trades unions represented. The new regu- 
lations require at least four years’ appren- 
ticeship and one year’s service as a journey- 
man.

Policeman John J. Canfield of the Madi-

SAYS HIS. WIFE SEEKS MONEY 


EDWARD CANDEE SURPRISED BY 
A SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 


fie Says the Action Is Brought Only 
to Get Rid of Him as Profit- 
peo ably as Possible.. 


' Mr. and Mrs. Edward Candee have gone 
Ro the divorce courts with their domestic 
‘troubles. Mrs. Candee alleges that her hus- 
fband was guilty of such conduct in Denver, 
Col., that she is entitled to an absolute di- 
vorce. 

Mr. Candee, who is said to be worth about 
$500,000, alleges, on the contrary, that his 
jwife has grown tired of him, and has sim- 
ply resorted to the courts to get money 
from him, though he has in the past given 
$100,000 to her. 

“She got out of him every cent she 
could,” declared ex-Judge Charles M.Truax, 
Mr. Candee’s counsel, yesterday. * She 
Squeezed him dry, and then she dropped 
him. Her only hope now is that some 
peoney stilltremains on which she can lay 


Ex-Judge-Truax made this declaration be- 
fore Samtioe Andrews of the Supreme Court 
in opposing a motion for counsel fee and 
alimony presented by ex-Surrogate Daniel 
G. Rollins on behalf of Mrs. Can®ee. 

Mr. Rollms states that although Mrs.Can- 
dee is the owner of a house valued at $65,- 


000, and is possessed of personal property. 


amounting to about $42,000, her income 
does not amount to more than $500 a year, 
as there is a mortgage of $30,000 on the 
house, and she has to pay considerable in- 
terest and taxes. 

Mr. Candee, Mr. Rollins said, owned 

roperty at Fifty-second Street and the 

last River, said to be worth $300,000, and 
also the water front, the value of which is 
laced at $60,000. In addition to this he has 

30,000 which he uses in speculation, and 
an interest in his father’s estate, which is 
placed at $40,000. 

‘He is well able to pay his wife a suffi- 
ecient sum to enable her to live properly, 
added Mr. Rollins, ‘‘and to provide her 
with means to prosecute the. suit which he 
has brought on himself by his immoral 
acts.”’ ‘ 

The evidence alleged’ against; Mr. Candee 
was procured by a private detective in 
Denver, and the charges against him are 
made on information and belief. He de- 
nies the charges. 

Ex-Judge Truax said’that when the pair 


were married Mrs. Candee did not have a, 


penny, and since then she had ,received 
nearly $100000 from her husband. ; 

“Mr. Candee found that he was: living?’ 
too expensively last December,’’ comtinued, 
Mr. Truax, “and requested his wife to 
curtail expenses as’much as; possible. She 
then put detectives on his track and had 
him watched both here and in Denver. 
Upon his return to this a from’ a busi- 
mess trip he was served with the papers in 
this wife’s divorce case, this being the. first 
intimation he had that there was any 
trouble.’’ 

Ex-Judge Truax was severe upon Mrs. 
Candee, saying that:she wanted to be rid of 
her husband as profitably as possible, now 
that ke could not 4 tg her in the style 
she desired. He said that the income of 
Mr. Cardee did not amount to more than 
36,000 a year, and he insisted that the wife 
had as much money as her husband. The 
motion for alimony amd counsel fees should 
also be denied, he added, for the reason 
that the charges were made.on information 
and belief, and were based upon the evi- 
dence of hired @etectitves. 

Justice Andrews reserved decision. 

Mr. and Mrs. Candee were married fif- 
teen years ago. The husband-is a son of 
Julius Candee, who was senior member of 
the firm of Candee & Smith, the largest 
dealers in building materials in the coun-

PHONOGRAPH COMPANIES AT LAW 


Suit to Determine the Rights of One 
in Néw-England Territory. 


BOSTON, June 13.—A case of considerable 
financial magnitude was to-day taken up in 
the United States Circuit Court, before 
Judge Carpenter, on a plea filed by the de- 
fendants, to show that they should not be 
compelled to answer the plaintiffs’ bill in 
equity. It is a suit brought by the Ameri- 
can.Graphophone Company vs. the New- 
England Phonograph Company and Augus- 
tus P. Martin, President, and Augustus N. 
Sampson, General Manager, of the defend- 
ant ‘company. 

An injunction is asked for to restrain the 
defendants from an alleged infringement of 
a patent granted to Chichester A. Bell and 
Sumner Tainter, May 4, 1886, for a grapho- 
phone. Subsequent to the issue of this 
patent, Thomas A. Edison took out a num- 
ber of patents for improvements on the 
Bell-Tainter invention, which are called 
phonograph patents. 

The defendants in this case plead an ex- 
clusive license from the North American 
Phonograph Company to make and sell 

raphophones and. p eneqrapne for the 
Cay-tnglend States. This license was 

ranted-on Oct. 12, 1888, through Jesse H. 
fippincott, President of the North Ameri- 
can Company, and it er therefor almost 
2,000,000 of its capital stock and $100,000 
n cash. It says that the North American 
Company was. authorized by this com- 
plainant to make such a license. The com- 
lainant makes no question about the de- 
yendants’ right to a license for fifteen years 
from Oct. 15. 1888, for New-Hngland, under 
the phonograph patents, but does deny that 
they have a license for this territory and 


this time under the graphophone patents. 

Philip Maure and ro D. Heston of Wash- 
ington, D, C., appear for the complainant 
and J, B. Gleason of New-York and I. ¥. 
Paul of this city, for the defendants. The 
Court reserved its decision.

The Rebellion Likely to Have a Seri- 
ous Effect upon Prices. 


GREAT DANGER TO THIS YEAR'S CROP 


Rebels May Destroy Some of the Prod- , 


uct in Order to Cripple Spain 


-—Small Acreage Next 


Year Probable. 


The present rebellion in Cuba is likely 
to have a serious and lasting effect upon 
tthe price of Havana tobacco. 

In that part of the Santa Clara Province 
known as the Remedios district the price 
of coarse tobacco has advanced from 6 
to 12 cents a bunch during the past two 
‘weeks. As this is the district which sup- 
‘plies the great bulk of the Cuban tobacco 
used for the filling of cigars made in this 
country, the outlook for smokers is se- 
rious if the rebellion lasts much longer. 

Owing to the lessened demand for Havana 
tobacco during the past two or three years, 
the great warehouses in the capital of

“The rat rebellion has tly upset 
the small tobaéco planters, an feel quite 
Sure that only a small acreage will be 
planted for next year’s crop. long as 
the Spanish troops are able to confine 
the rebels to Santiago, no great disturbance 
to any of the products of Cuba, except 
sugar, was to be apprehended. 

“Now, however, that the rebels have 
made good their hold on Puerto Principe 
they will have abundance of provisions, an 
there is no telling when the rebellion will 
end. From Puerto Principe they will at 
least make sallies into the Province of 
Santa Clara, and I do not expect that the 
tobacco planters will settle down to regular 
work for the next two or three years. 

“As to the general prices of Havana to- 
bacco, no effect may be perceptible here for 
some months yet. There is a large supply 
ahead in the Havana warehouses, and most 
of the tobacco remains eighteen months in 
Cuba between the time it is bought by 
merchants, in the half-cured stage, and t':e 
time it is finally shipped for consumption 
here, 

“There are two reasons for this long de- 
lay. One is that we have to pay a stiff ex- 
port duty before the tobacco is taken out 
of Havana, and a stiffer import duty when 
it arrives here. The other reason is that 
the tobacco matures and ripens much better 
and acquires a much finer flavor and aroma 
when it is allowed to remain in the climate 
where it was grown.” 

S. Salomon, tobacco merchant at Burling 
Slip and Water Street, said he did not an- 
ticlpate that the rebellion would last long, 
but that matters were sufficiently serious to 
make his brother, who is vet A od —— 

buying this year’s crop of tobacco.

The Island of Cuba,

Cuba have been filled with bales of. to- 
bacco ready for shipment to American 
ports. This glut has prevented any rise in 
the wholesale prices of Cuban tobacco in 
New-York. The present rebellion began last 
February, when the annual purchase of to- 
bacco was at its lowest ebb. The crop of 
1894 had been’ warehoused, and the crop of 
1895 was either still in the fielde or only 
recently cut. 

During the past month many buyers from 
(New-York houses have gone to Cuba in or- 
der to purchase tobacco direct from the 
planters. They buy it after the leaves have 
hung about forty days on the drying poles. 
Then it is forwarded at their risk to the 
nearest considerable town, where it is 
packed in baies. These, in turn, are taken 
by steamship to Havana, where they lie 
in warehouses until their owners are ready 
to-pay export duty on them before they 
are shipped to New-York. 

Tobacco is usually kept in the Havana 
warehouses for eighteen months before be- 
ing brought here for actual consumption. 
Owing to a varicty of conditions, there is 
little or no speculation in tobacco “‘ fut- 
ures.” When tobacco changes hands, the 
delivery of the actual bales bought is called 
for, and substitutes of equal quality and 
price would not be accepted. So that if the 
present year’s crop is once warehoused in 
Havana, where it is supposed to be ab- 
solutely safe, it would be this time next 
year before the scarcity or plentifulmess of 
the crop of 18% would have a serious ef- 
fect upon prices then current. 

The two serious questions which arise 
with regard to Havana tobacco are whether 
the present crop can be transferred safely, 
from the farms, through the packing houses 
to the great warehouses, and whether the 
gtate of the country will prevent the plant- 
ing of next year’s cron. 

A-glance at the map of Cuba will show 
how the tobacco growing districts are af- 
fected by the rebellion. Spanish authority 
is weakest at the easterm end of the island, 
in the province of Santiago, which is a 
sugar growing district. It is a little 
stronger in Puerto Principe, which is a 
stock raising country. The province of 
Santa Clara is where rather more than 
half the total tobacco product of Cuba is 
raised, and this province has _ hitherto 
been kept fairly well-in hand by the 
Spanish Government, although sporadic at- 
tacks have been made upon Cienfuegos, on 
the southern coast. 

Southwest of Havana lies the famous 
Vuelta Abajo district, where the choicest 
tobacco in the island is grown. It is 
conceded on all sides that this region is at 
present peaceful, and likely to remain so 
“as long as the Spanish troops retain com- 
mand of the capital. But this district 
makes cigars for the whole world, the 
United States only getting its proportionate 
share. } 

This country’s main supply of Havana 
tobacco comes from ‘the Santa Clara 

rovince, particularly Remedios, and the 
mported cigars of the Vuelta Abajo dis- 
trict cut a very small figure in the na- 
tional smoking bill, so that it is the pres- 
ent and probable future condition of the 
Santa Clara province to which attention 
should be directed. 

If ‘the revolutionists are able to over- 
run this province at any time for a month 
to come, they may burn, otherwise destroy 
or confiscate the present year’s crop. if 
they can occupy it between the end of July 
and the beginning of October no crop 
will be planted for 1806. Whether they are 
able to overrun it or not next year’s crop 
is likely to be much smaller than this 
year’s, because of the number of laborers 
who have already deserted their work 
on the tobacco plantations to join the in- 
surgents in Puerto Principe. 

If the effect of the civil war in this coun- 
try be taken as a guide it will be a long 
time before Havana tobacco recovers from 
any severe crop shortage which may over- 
take it in consequence of military devasta- 
tion. The cotton crop of the United States 
in 1860-61 was 3,849,000 bales; in 1865-66, 
after the war, the total croj had fallen to 
2,278,000 bales, and in the following year 
it was still less, standing at 2,233,000 
bales. During the, year 1861 the highest 

rice of middling upland cotton in New- 
fork was 38 cents, and the lowest 11% 
cents. Cotton touched its highest price dur- 
ing the war in 1864, reaching $1.90 a pound. 
It fell in 1866 to 52 cents a pound as high- 
est, and 32 cents as lowest. In the follow- 
ing year it fell to 15% cents. 

If the disturbance in Cuba extends to 
Santa Clara, as there is every prospect that 
it will, the raw material of most of the 
Havana cigars manufactured in this coun- 
try will be cut off. This in turn will lead 
to an increased importation of tobacco from 
other countries, such as the Philippine 
Islands and Burmah, where moderately 
gos tobacco for cigars is already grown. 

f the rebellion should last for five years; 
which is only half as long as the Jast one, 
before the end of that time this country 
should either have discovered some good 
substitute for Havana tobacco for all ex- 
cept choice imported cigars, or become con- 
verted into a nation of pipe smokers. Mean- 
while, with new tastes formed, it would be 
hard to re-establish the old ascemdency of 
Havana leaf after the restoration of peace, 
and its price, after rising for a few years, 
might fall until it was no higher than that 
aid for the finest grades of Virginia to- 
acco. 

F. Garcia of 167 Water Street; said yester- 
day to a reporter for The New-York Times: 

“One of my partners is now, in Cuba, in 
the Remedios district, buying tobacco of the 
crop of 1895. His latest letter says that 
since he began to purchase sticks of to- 
bacco from the planters the ice of one 
of the coarser varieties has advanced from 
6 cents a bunch to 12 cents. 

**He also says that in the.villages where 
he has been staying eight or terr men have 
been reported as missing oy ees. 
This means, of course, that ‘they have gone 
to join the rebels. Moreover, ‘there is a 
great rush on the part of foreign, purchasers 
to get their tobacco sent fnom the planta- 
tions to the packing houses in the towns as 
soon as possible, because every one is 
afraid that the rebels will make radds, and 
destroy or seize all the tobacco they can 
lay their hands on, 

‘Even in the towns the tobacco .is not 
‘considered safe, and, in spite,of the scarcity 
of packers, we are hurrying forward all we 
have bought to Havana fer safekeeping. 
The total yield of the Santa Clara Province 
is about 200,000 bales, averaging over. 100 

unds each. Of this quantity, at least 

hree-quarters is taken by the United 
States. 

“The tobacco seed is sown in July \and 
August, and the ung plants are taicen 
@ut and set in drills in October. The first

“* About forty days are required for taking 
it to the small towns, packing it in 
bales, and then getting it by rail and 
steamer to Havana.

I do not 
think that the next year’s crop in the 
Remedios district will be nearly as large as 
the present one, owing to the general feel- 
ing among planters, that if they are able to 
get the crop in they will not be able to 
harvest it.’’ 

Another large importer, who sympathizes 
strongly with the revolutionists, and who 
desired that his name should not be men- 
tioned, said that the present feeling of 
insecurity is so great in all parts of Cuba 
that even in the Vuelta Abajo district a 
smaller crop than usual will be planted next 
year.

who is a Cuban by birth, 
great problem is to raise 
money. The revolutionists on their part 
are determined, if necessary, to destroy 
everything which might enable Spain to 
pay the expenses of the war. On this ac- 
count he would not be surprised to hear of 
forages into the Province of Santa Clara, 
made with the express purpose of destroying 
tobacco. There is every prospect, he said, 
that the present rebellion cannot be 
crushed in less than three or four years at 
the earliest, and long before that time the 
Spanish Government will be forced to give 
up the struggle from sheer financial ex- 
haustion, to say nothing of the waste of 
troops by yellow fever. 


EXAMINING WOULD-BE POLICEMEN 


New Rules About Height and Weight 
Disqualify Many Applicants, 


The police surgeons have concluded the 
medical examinations of the several hun- 
dred men who are candidates for appoint- 
ment on the force. The Commissioners 
originally took up the list of 1,800 men who 
had filed applications with the Civil Service 
Board within the last six months, 

The new rules adopted by the Commis- 


sioners requiring candidates to be 5 feet 8 
inches in height, and tohave notless than140 
Pounds weight, and fixing the age limit at 
thirty, resulted in between 900 and 1,000 
men being. disqualified. 

The surgeons examined about 800 men all 
told, Of this number not more than about 
500 have passed and were sent before Dr. 
Brown of the Civil Service Board for the 
physical test.. Dr. Brown-has almost con- 
cluded his examinations, and it is expected 
that the Commissioners will arrange to 
begin the mental examinations next week.

Aim to Perfect Articulation 


and Enunciation. 


There was a well-attended meeting of 
elocutionists and others at the St. Cloud 
Hotel last night to take preliminary steps 
to form the American Society for the Im- 
provement of Speech. 

Prof. Richard E. Mayne presided. A com- 
mittee was appointed to organfze the so- 
ciety and select its officers. Prof. Richard 
E. Mayne, James Alexander Robinson, J. 
E. Somers, F, F. Mackay, Miss Sarah War- 
ren Keeler, E. H. Babbitt, Miss Caroline B. 
Le Row, Mrs. J. E. Sully, Mrs. H. A. Metz, 
B, R. Throckmorton, George R. Phillips, 
Miss Mary Banks Stacy, and Miss Adelaide 
Westcott were selected for the committee. 

Prof. Mayne spoke of the need for study- 
ing speech, that articulation and enuncia- 
tion may be perfected. The idea of the 


society is to teach classes formed by it 
or by others, through readings, lectures, 
and recitals, the value of oral expression,

Among her 
most glaring examples were expressions by 
children who repeat what they hear and 
fail to get its sense. ‘‘ Many are cold, but 
few are frozen,” ‘“‘In my. Father’s house 
are magic lanterns,’”’ and ‘‘ A consecrated, 
cross-eyed bear,’”’ were among the examples 
that she. selected to pape her point. 

Prof. E. H. Babbitt of Columbia College, 
Secretary of the American Dialect Society, 
spoke about the many varieties of pronun- 
ciation that exist in the English language, 
and said that it is undergoing an uncon- 
scious change and becoming gradually more 
uniform.

HARLEM HOSPITAL'S NEW BOARD 


COLLEGES TO LOOK AFTER AP- 
POINTING THE MEDICAL MEN. 


What Commissioner Porter and Dr. J. 
G. Truax Say df the Change Which 
Has Been Ordered. 


President Porter of the Board of Charities 
and Correction assigned the reason for 
the removal of the Medical Board at the 
Harlem Hospital, which was brought about 
by a resolution of the Commissioners cn 
Wednesday, not to any inefficiency on the 
part of the staff, but to other reasons. 

““We have been contemplating this change 
for some time,’’ he said to a reporter for 
The New-York Times yesterday. ‘It. is 
merely a coincidence that the removal has 
taken place at the same time that several 
sensational and untruthful articles regard- 
ing the management of the hospital ap- 
peared in one of the morning newspapers. 
There has been no investigation whatever, 
and as far as I know there is nothing to 
investigate. It is a clean little hospital, 
and has been doing good work. z 

‘We have taken this step in order to put 
the hospital more directly under the care of 
the colleges, so that they may be held re- 
sponsible in a measure for the men who 
represent them in the several boards at 
the institution. This plan also relieves 
the Board of Charities and Correction from 
the responsibility ef selecting pavescenns 
and surgeons simply on the application of 
friends and through other influence.’ 

The Bellevue Medical College, the Medical 
College of the University of New-York, and 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons have 
been asked to name the men to compose the 
new Medical Board of the Harlem Hospital. 
This was the plan adopted in 1882 at Belle- 
vue Hospital, and it proved so satisfactory 
that it has been continued year after year. 

The members of the old Medical Board, 
whose removal does not take place untit 
July 1, are Dr. J. G. Truax, 17 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh Street; Dr. 
Thomas H. Manley, 302 West Fifty-third 
Street; Dr. C. B. White, 107 West Seventy- 
second Street; Dr. S. T. Armstrong, 106 
West Fifty-fourth Street, and Dr. A. Palmer 
Dudley, 640 Madison. Avenue. 

Dr. Truax, who acts as executive of the 
board, when seen yesterday gave an expla- 
nation of the affair which correspended to 
that given by Commissioner Porter. 

“TI knew of the intended removal six 
months ago,” he said in answer to the 
question as to whether he thought the 
Commissioner’s action had been prompted 
by newspaper stories, ‘‘ but the removal 
at this time was rather unexpected, and 
it is for this reason that I feel we were 
treated unfairly. I knew that they contem- 
plated. putting the hospital directly in 
charge. of the. colleges, and the Medical 
Board had informed the Commissioners that 
they were ready to resign at any time. 


The coineidence of the newspaper reports 
and the removal has cast some reflection 
on the board, and that is due entirely to the 
thoughtlessness of the Commissioners. 


“JT naturally have some feeling in the 
matter, because I was instrumental in hay- 
ing the hospital established, and for. ten 
years have devoted my time to its welfare. 
I feel confident that the hospital will not 
be served as well bY the new board as by 
the old, for they will not devote nearly as 
mueh time to it. 

“The only complaint that has ever been 
made to the Commissioners regarding the 
hospital management, was that of persons 
who had to be removed to Bellevue or to 
to their homes, to give way to patients in 
a more serious condition. The fact of the 
matter, is, the establishment is wholly in- 
adequate to the needs of that part of the 
city. We only have forty beds, and, with 
the exception of Bellevue, we have more 
ambulance calls and take in more patients 
than any hospital in the city. The equip- 
ment, too, is inadequate. Instead of one 
operating room we should have at least 
three, and the corps of physicians should 
be increased.” 

‘It is not thought that the names of the 
physicians in the new board will be made 
public until the first of next month.’

ANNEXED DISTRICT PROPERTY 





Opinion of the Corporatioa Counsel Respect- 
ing the Recording of Instruments 
with Register Levy. 


The first papers touching real estate in 
the district recently annexed to this city 
were filed yesterday in the Register’s of- 
fice. They were a deed by Daniel Rothstein 
to Marks Kirschbaum, and a mortgage by 
Charles Schindler to Edward B. Reynolds. 

The following response to a letter from 
Register Levy to the Corporation Counsel 


asking his advice as to the filing of papers 
from the new district has been received by 
the Register: 


Sir: Replying to your letter of June 10, 1895, 
in which you request my advice as to your duty 
in reference to the recording of instruments Af- 
fecting property situated in the districts annexed 
by Chapter 934 of the acts of 1895, and calling 
my attention to the provisions of Chapter 349 
of the Laws of 1889, in Section 10 of which it 
is provided that every instrument presented to 
said Register for record and requiring to be 
indexed in order to entitle the same to be re- 
corded shall contain the designation of the num- 
ber of every block on said land map in which the 
land affected by the instrument lies, I have to 
say that the chapter of the Laws of 1889 al- 
luded to passed in view of the then condition 
of the laws affecting lands in the City and County 
of New-York. The block land map system has 
been instituted and appropriate measures pro- 
vided for so mapping the city. I do not think 
that the provisions referred to by you can be ex- 
tended to cover the land recently annexed to the 
city, for which, up to this time no provision has 
been made for mapping in the method required 
by the former law as to the rest of the city. 

The actual condition must be considered in pass- 
ing upon any such question, and I therefore ad- 
vise you that no instrument should be rejected 
by you offered for record affecting property with- 
in said annexed district on account of any omis- 
sion to include in such instrument a reference to 
block numbers which do not and cannot in the 
nature of the thing exist. 

I suggest that the said instruments be recorded 
in the old way under grantors’ and grantees’ 
names, and that for further precaution and cer- 
tainty a separate index be prepared and kept 
by you covering said annexed territory until such 
time ‘as the proper authorities may provide for 
continuing the block map system to said an- 
nexed territory. Very truly yours,

It'was led by a detachment of police, followed 
Be troop of colored cavalrymen on foot, then 
about thirty colored girls in white blouses and 
sailor suits, who do what is called the Golden 
Key drill, fifteen colored men in evening dress 
suits, a chorus of colored people led by Julius 
Johnson, while the rear was brought up by a 
number of colored people wearing plantation 
costumes,

The incon- 
sistency of the names aroused my _ sus- 
picions, and I sent Inspector John W. Hunt 
to investigate. fe reported that William 
Meagher had been dead six months, and 
that Martin Meagher, his father, had 
signed William Meagher’s name to the bond 
and sworn to the same.

DID A MOSQUITO BITE KILL HER? 


An Lighteen-Months-Old Girl Was Bitten on 
the Arm, Which Continually Swelled 
till Her Death. 


A peculiar case of blood poisoning has 
just been brought to the attention of phy- 
sicians in this city, and it is likely to lead 
to investigation in“a new field of research. 
A mosquito bite, it is claimed, caused the 
death on Tuesday of Bertha Wurr, the 
eighteen-months-old daughter of Henry 
Wurr, a cigarmaker, who lives in a rear 
house at 44 Morton Street. 

The infant was bitten a week ago, and 
suffered great agony until her death. She 
was attended by’ Dr. Corde of the North- 
ern Dispensary, Christopher Street and Wa- 
verley Place, and Dr. E. F. Meyer of 55 
Morton Street, but neither physician was 
able to relieve the little one’s suffering. 
She was buried Wednesday afternoon. 

“Bertha was bitten on the left arm 
Thursday night,’”’ said Mrs. Wurr yesterday. 
‘We thought nothing of it at first, though 
Bertha cried a good deal; but in the morn- 
ing her arm was swollen. As the swelling 
increased she had convulsions, and then 
we went to the dispensary and called Dr. 
Corde. He said Bertha was suffering from 
blood poisoning, and put lotions on her 
arm, but the medicine did not relieve her 
and she grew worse. Dr. Meyer was asked 
to treat Bertha, but he said he could do 
nothing more than had been one. The 
swelling became worse and worse, until we 
thought the baby’s arm would burst, and 
finally she became unconscious and died.” 

Deputy Coroner Huber performed an au- 
topsy on the infant’s body, and arrived at 
the conclusion that the child had died from 
inflammation of the tissues of the skin, but 
he would not commit himself as to whether 
the inflammation was due to a mosquito 
bite. Cellulitis was the technical name of 


the cause of death ascribed by Dr. Corde. 
There are few such cases on record. 





REFUSED TO INTERFERE 


The President Declines to Pardon Mur- 
derer Travers in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The President 
to-day denied the application for pardon in 
the case of James L, Travers, convicted of 
murder in the Supreme Court of the Dis- 


trict of Columbia, and sentenced March 30 
last to be hanged on Friday, July 19, 1895. 
The President, in denying the request, says 
that nothing has been presented to him 
which justifies his interference with the 
sentence of the court. 

In the case of Noel E, Turner, convicted 


in the United States District Court for the 
Southern District of Alabama, of cutting 
and removing timber in violation of the 
Revised Statutes, and sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
$932, the sentence was commuted to four 
months’ actual imprisonment.

Cross-Examined for Two Hours by 
Lawyer Joseph H. Choate. 


OBJECTED TO SOME OF THE QUESTIONS 


Admitted that He Has Been Hostile 
to Laidlaw—Said He Would 
Carry the Case to the 


Highest Courts. 


Joseph H. Choate indulged in a bit of 
Summer relaxation yesterday. For two 
hours he cross-examined Russell Sage in 
the fifty-thousand-dallar damage suit 
brought by William R. Laidlaw. 

When Mr. Sage came into court: and 


found Mr. Choate there ready to receive 
him, he looked uncomfortable. 

“TI hope you are very well this morn- 
ing, Mr. Sage,’’ said Mr. Choate, most cor- 
dially, as he got up close to the witness. 
Mr. Sage said nothing. — 

“Do you remember swearing. to the an- 
swer in this case?’ asked Mr. Choate. 

“T didn’t hear you,” answered Mr. Sage. 

“Which is your best ear to-day, Mr. 
Sage?”’ . 

Mr. Sage preserved a dignified silence. 

Some minor questions followed and then 
one of the jurors said he couldn’t hear the 
answer. 

‘“There, Mr. Sage; you see what these 
gentlemen are losing,’” commented Mr. 
Choate. ‘Speak up. Just imagine you 
are in the Stock Exchange selling West- 
ern Union on a rising market.” 

Mr. Sage did not even smile.. Mr. Choate 
read a portion of the witness’s testimony 
at one of the previous trials, and asked 
him why he had sworn ¢o one thing in 
his answer to the suit and to another on 
the witness stand. 

Mr. Sage lifted up his right hand} and 
Mr. Choate, stepping back, exclaimed, in a 
tone of protesting command: 

*““Keep down your hand, Sir; 
down!”’ 

There was laughter at this, in which 
everybody but Mr. Chote, the Court, and 


the witness joined. Justice Ingraham struck 
his desk angrily, and said: 

“This must cease.”’ 

“‘I object to the witness assuming @ 
threatening attitude,’’ said Mr, Choate, sol- 
emnly. ‘1 don’t want to be intimidated.” 

Mr. Choate insisted on an explanation 
of what he declared was the inconsistent 
statements made by the witness. He did 
not succeed in getting the desired explan- 
ation, as Mr. Sage’s deafness prevented 
him from hearing some of the questions. 
Mr. Choate finally gave up this line, and 
demanded: 

“‘Haven’t you been most hostile to Laid- 
law?’”’ 

“Yes, I have,” admitted Mr. Sage, just 
33 aed counsel, Col. James, started to ob- 
ect. 

“You have denounced him as a black- 
mailer? ”’ ' 

“TI said his conduct, was without justifi- 
cation.”’ 

*Haven’t you sworn you would yet see 
Laidlaw a tramp in the streets? ”’ 

** No-o, I don’t think so; I really don’t.” 

“Didn't you say’ you would spend $100,000 
on this case rather than pay Laidlaw a 
cent? Didn’t you say that?’ 

Mr. Sage became much wrought up at 
this point, and his hand went up in the 


manner to which Mr. Choate had objected 
before. 


“Now, keep that hand down,” the lawyer 
said again, but this time Mr. Sage paid no 
attention to him. He waved his hand, and 
exclaimed: 

_ “I said I'd. carry this case up to the high- 
est court in the land. That’s what I said, 
I:want to. krow.if I am to be held responsi- 
ble for the doings of every crank who comes 
into my office.”’ ,

ACCUSED POLICEMEN ON TRIAL 


Sixty-one Patrolmen Before President Roose- 
velt—Police Must Keep Out of 
Saloons, He Declares. 


President Roosevelt of the Police Board 
took evidence yesterday in the cases of 
sixty-one patrolmen who are accused of 
having violated the rules of the depart- 
ment. 

Patrolman Christopher Tautphoens of the 
West Thirty-seventh Street Station. was 
accused by Sergt. Kear of using threaten- 
ing language to a prisoner. The policeman 
had arrested a boy for shooting in the 
street. In the station house, Tautphoens 
threatened to slap the boy. 

*“Don’t you know that you violated a 
rule?”’ asked President Roosevelt. 

“No, Sir. I did not think I did.” 

“Well, you did. Stand down,” said the 
President, sharply. 

Patrolman Charles F. Meyer of ‘King’s 
Bridge was accused by Roundsman Delaney 
of being in the back room of a liquor sa- 
loon on the afternoon of May 31. His ex- 
cuse was that he went in to get something 
to eat. 


““You have no business to go into a sa- 
loon,”’ remarked the Commissioner. ‘‘ Every 
time you do you take your shield in youre 
hand. I want you to understand that I 
will punish you severely, as I am satisfied 
your statement is simply made as an exouse 
for being in the saloon. The police must 
Stay out of saloons.” 

Policeman Matthew D. Hefferon of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station was to have 
been tried on a charge made by Rounds- 
man Shibles for being off post and sitting 
in a fish market. The Roundsman reported 
that Hefferon had been absent without 
leave since 6 o’clock Tuesday evening. 
Sergt. Lane told the Commissioner that he 
had inquiries made at Hefferon’s house and 
was told by the policeman’s wife that her 
husband left the house in ,»uniform to re- 
port for duty at the station house. She 
had not seen him since. The President or- 
dered additional charges to be made against 
Hefferon., 

Patrolman John McMullin of the East 
Thirty-fifth Street Station was tried on 
charges preferred by Thomas J. Hogan, a 
laborer, who lives at 233 East Forty-fifth 
Street. Hogan alleged that McMullin beat 
and clubbed him without cause and at- 
tempted to shoot him. He told the Com- 
missioner that he was watching some boys 
playing craps in front of 238 East Forty- 
fifth Street, May 23, when McMullin came 
along, in plain dress, and arrested one of 
the boys, 

‘‘T did not know the officer,” testified Ho- 
gan, ‘‘and I laughed at him. He let go of 
the boy and came over and grabbed me by 
the throat. I tried to fight him off, and 
we struggled together. He pulled his re- 
volver and tried to shoot me. In the fight 
his gun fell to the sidewalk and went off. 
The bullet grazed my leg. McMullin then 
assaulted me with either his club or a 
blackjack. I was so badly hurt that I had 
to be taken to Bellevue Hospital, where I 
was four days. Afterward I was discharged 
in court.’’ 

Hogan admitted that he had been arrest- 
ed frequently, and that he had spent sev- 
eral terms on the Island. 

McMullin and several others testified that 
Hogan and others beat the accused police- 
man severely, and that he used his revolver 
to protect himself. 

The other cases heard were of minor im- 
portance. The trials of Roundsman Mi- 
chael A. Downs of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station, Patrolmen Kerin J. Larkin 
of East Fifty-first Street, and John Kenny 
of East Eighty-eighth Street, who are under 
indictment for the alleged blackmailing of 
pushcart peddlers on the east side, were 
postponed until next Wednesday. 


FUNERAL OF WILLIAM MARSHALL 


The Rey. Dr. T. B. McLeod Pays High Tribute 
to Him as a Citizen, Business Man, 
and Philanthropist. 


Funeral services for William Marshall, 
who was many years one of Brooklyn’s 
most prominent business men, were held 
yesterday. ‘There were private services at 
the house, 295 Clinton Avenue, and then the 
casket was borne to the Clinton Avenue 
Congregational Church, where the public 
services took place. 

The pall bearers were ex-Congressman Fe- 
lix Campbell, Samuel Sloane, Gen. Jame 
Jourdan, Marshall S. Driggs, John G. Jen- 
kins, George W. White, William Hester, 
Ger. C. T. Christensen, and William C De 
Witt. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas B. McLeod con- 
ducted the services, assisted by the Rev. 
Dr. Charles B. Baker, rector of the Church 
of. the Messiah. Dr. McLeod, in an address 
said: 

We honor Mr. Marshall as a business man, we 
honor him aiso as a citizen. He keenly realized 
the responsibility of citizenship. It is said that 
he retired from politics some time ago, but he 
never retired from duties which devolve upon each 
member of the body politic. Nothing human was 
foreign to him, and especially nothing which af- 
fected the honor and interests, peace and pros- 
perity of the city, the State, and the Nation. He 
was a man of the people. He believed in the 
people and the people believed in him and trusted 
him. 

He was a strong party man, but not a partisan, 
He was a true Democrat, but he hated a dema- 
gogue. He was a patriot first and a Democrat 
next. The public good, the common weal were 
more to him than party victory. Skillful, but de- 
void of trickery, shrewd, but candid, a fighter, 
he ever fought in the open, and never behind a 
masked battery: He. hated treachery and ab- 
horred a lie, no matter what great names sup- 
ported it. The weapons cf his warfare were hon- 
esty, truth, and a courageous devotion to the 
right cause. 

No man, no party, no interest, no scheme, might 
count on his support unless his conscience ap- 
proved. How often you have seen his face aflame 
with hot Mdignation over the Guplicities and the 
selfish greed of men who, instead of leading their 
fellow-citizens up to higher levels of political 
honor, were dragging them down through the 
mire of nolitical chicanery and using them as 
tools for the promotion of their own base ends. 
He felt himself disgraced in the degradation of 
his own party and dishonored when the principles 
for which he stood were trailed in the dust. He 
believed that right alone makes might, and, 
thank God, he lived to see this basic principle on 
which he stood like a pillar of granite amid the 
surgings of contending factions splendidly vindi- 
cated in the city which he loved so well and 
served so faithfully. There are churches standing 
to-day by reason of his generosity. There are 
missionaries at work on the frontier and in for- 
eign lands where voices would not be lifted up 
but for him. If it were lawful I could tell you 
of deeds done in secret by this man, of munificent 
gifts bestowed anonymously which have gone 
forth to make the wilderness. and solitary places 
glad and the desert to rejoice and blossom like 
the rose. ‘ 

The burial was in Greenwood Cemetery. 


For the Feast of the Sacred Heart. 


A solemn public novena, in preparation for 
the Feast of the Sacred Heart, was begun 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral last evening. The 
exercises consisted of the singing of hymns 
by the chancel choir, under the direction of 


Prof. Ungerer. The Director of the League 
of the Sacred’ Heart, under whose auspices 
the novena is’ held, opened a series of ser- 
mrons on’ ‘The Liturgy of the Mass,”’ an 
exposition of the reasons for the elaborate 
ceremomial observed in the Catholic Church. 

The exercises of the novena will con- 
tinue every evening until June 21, which is 
the Feast of the Sacred Heart. On Sunday 
oe Nie be held at vesper services at 4 
o’clock.

GOV. MORTON MAY SIGN IT 


James C. Carier’s Brief oa Mayor 
Strong’s Failure to Act, 


H&E THINKS THE GOVERNOR MAY SIGN 


Reasons Why the Constitution Never 
Intended to.Give the Mayor 
Power to Kill a_ Bill 
in This Way. 


ALBANY, June 13.—Gov. Morton will 
probably sign the bill which creates the 
Manhattan State Hospital and transfers 
the New-York City insane to the care of 
the State. This is the bill which Mayor 


Strong returned without a certificate either 
of approval or disapproval. 

James C. Carter of New-York City to-day 
sent a brief to the State Lunacy Commis- 
sion, in which he expresses the opinion that 
Mayor Strong’s neglect of duty does not 
preclude action by the Governor. This 
opinion was laid before Gov. Morton, who 
consulted Mr. Lincoln, his legal adviser. 
The Governor did not fully determine that 
he would sign the bill, but Mr. Carter’s 
opinion is so clear and emphatic that it is 
the opinion here that Gov. Morton will do 
so, leaving any further question to the 
courts, if any one competent should raise 
a point as to the legality of the law. 

Word came to this city to-night that 
efforts had’ béen’ made to induce Mayor 
Strong to send up a formal approval of 
the bill. It was said Mayor Strong had at 
first inclined to do so, on condition that the 
State give up its claim to $1,400,000 as- 
sessed against New-York City, which the 
authorities refused to pay, and which is 
now involved in a lawsuit. Finally, how- 


ever, Mayor Strong has decided that he has 
no right to send an approval. 

In his opinion, Mr. Carter first discusses 
the question as to whether ar not the bill 
is a city bill, and decides that it is. He 
then treats the other question as follows: 


The question relating to the consequences of 
a failure by the Mayor to perform the duty thus 
imposed upon him is next to be considered. If 
the Governor should approve the bill, notwith- 
standing the failure of the Mayor to place his 
ey a upon it, would the measure become a 
aw? 

No doubt the imperative language of the Con- 
stitutional provision, that ‘‘ special city laws shall 
not be passed except. in conformity with the 
provisions of this section,’’ strongly suggests 
that all the requirements prescribed in regard 
to the enactment of such laws are what are 
called in law mandatory, that is to say, re- 
quirements a compliance with which is indis- 
pensable to the validity of the enactment, and 
not what is called directory only, that is to say, 
such as impose the duty of observance, but do 
not make performance of the duty a necessary 
condition to the validity of the law. The ques- 
tion, however, must be determined by a care- 
ful scrutiny of the intention as expressed in the 
Constitutional provision, and in ascertaining this 
we must, as in the case of the question al- 
ready considered, give great heed to the conse- 
quences which would flow from any particular 
interpretation. 

I am satisfied that it was not the intent of this 
section that any. failure. by the Mayor to per- 
form his duty ‘after the close of the legislative 
session should have the effect of precluding that 
action by the Governor, either by way. of ap- 
proval or disapproval, which he is required to 
take in relation to legislation’: in general. My 
reasons for this conclusion are briefly these: 
First—Should it be held that the certificate 
of the Mayor was indispensable the consequence 
would be to bestow upon him an absolute vetc 
power.in respect: to all special city bills passed 
during the last fifteen days of a session. I think 
it entirely safe.to say that no court would endow 
such an intention to.the-framers of the Constitu- 
tion, or to the people who adopt it, unless it 
contained language unequivocally importing that 
view. I do not find any such language in the 
section. . 

Second—The word passed in the provision above 
quoted does not refer to Gubernatorial but to leg- 
islative action. The main purpose of the. provis- 
ion is to furnish ‘4° check and restriction upon 
the legislative bodies by ‘confronting their mem- 
bers with the ascertained fact whether proposed 
legislation affecting the interests of a particular 
city is-aceeptable:to such city or otherwise. Un- 
doubtedly it may have been intended also to furnish 
useful information to the Governor, but his action 
is in no respect made dependent upon what the 
certificate of the municipal officers may be. 
Moreover, it will be observed that by the general 
provisions of the Constitution all laws are t6 be 
transmitted to the Governor for his action by 
way of approval or disapproval. Such action by 
him is temporarily arrested tn the case of bills 
for special city laws, but it is nevertheless con- 
templated that he shall eventually act upon these 
in all cases except one, viz., where, during the 
session of the Legislature, a bill has been re- 
turned by a Mayor, or other municipal repre- 
sentative, to the: Legislature without acceptance 
and has not been passed a second time. 

Third—Should we interpret the provisions as 
making the certificate of the Mayor indispensa- 
ble we should impute to it an intent to require 
useless things to be done, which is contrary 
to the ordinary rules of interpretation. If the 
legislative session has closed prior to.the expira- 
tion of fifteen days after the receipt by the 
Mayor of a special city bill he is still required to 
certify upon it his acceptance or non-acceptance, 
and in each case to transmit it to the Governor. 
Why should he be required to send to the Goy- 
ernor a bill which he had certified as not ac- 
cepted, unless the Governor had some function 
to perform in relation to it? One of the most 
common rules of interpretation requires us to 
assign a purpose and meaning to every legislative 
provision, and the rule 1s particularly applica- 
ble to Constitutional enactments, which are pre- 
sumed to be drawn with extreme care and to con- 
tain no useless matter. ‘No other purpose can 
be astigned to this requirement except that of 
enabling the Governor to exercise his usual 
function in respect’ to legislative bills with the 
instruction afforded’ by’ the certificate of the 
Mayor, and this instruction is the same in case 
of either acceptance or non-acceptance. 
Fourth—As. a. final consideration I may add 
that it is an accepted rule of judicial action not 
to declare an enactment of a legislative body un- 
constitutional unless it appear to be so beyond a 
rational doubt. (Denio, J., in the People vs. 
Draper, 15 N. Y., 546; the People ex rel. the 
City of Rochester vs. Briggs, 50 N. Y., 555.) 
This rule has recently been reasserted in em- 
phatic language by the Court of Appeals. Says 
Mr. Justice Peckham, in delivering the opinion of 
the court in the Peonle ex rel. Carter vs. Rice, 
135 N. Y., 473° ‘‘ The incompatibility of the 
legislative enactment with the Constitution must 
be manifest and unequivocal.’’ 

Should the Governor sign the present bill, and 
the question of its validity should come before the 
courts, doubts, indeed, might be entertained; but 
who could say that its incompatibility with the 
Constitution was ‘‘ manifest and unequivocal? ’’ 

I am not insensibie to the consideration that 
the interpretation which I adopt affords an op- 
portunity to crowd city measures into the last 
few days of a session, and thus avoid the possi- 
bility of a second vote upon them, but I do not 
regard this as sufficient to weaken the force of 
the reasons above assigned, Legislation of this 
character may be said to go before the Governor 
in some degree discredited on that account; and if 
it be stamped with the disapproval of the muni- 
cipal authorities will be less likely to receive the 
executive assent. : 

For the foregoing reasons I am of the opinion 
that the Governor may. still approve the bill, 
and that upon such approval it may become,a 
law. 


It is confidently believed here to-night 
that the Governor will sign the bill. 


EVADING THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


The Work of the Capitol Commission 
May Yet Be Stopped. 


ALBANY, June 13.—It is more than likely 
that the State Civil Service Commission will 
maké an attempt to check the patronage 
grab on the part of the Capitol Commis- 
sion, of which something was said in the 
Albany dispatches to The New-York Times 
yesterday. If it does this it will be because 
it considers that the new Constitution puts 
appointments to the Capitol construction 
force into the classified service. ‘ 

Some correspondence passed between 
Commissioner Perry and the Civil Service 
Board on this subject last year, and the 
matter was referred to the Attorney Gen- 
eral. He decided that the places were not 
properly to be put into the competitive 
service. Since the new Constitution come 
into force there has been further talk on 
the subject, and the recent action of the 
new Capitol Commission in cutting off heads 


and -preparing: for a wholesale grab of 
patronage has started the talk afresh, 

The Capitol Commission evidently has not 
thought of the possibility of such a thing. 
There have been Assemblymen and Sena- 
tors before the five Republicans on the 
board: asking that their friends be given 
obs, and the commission has made no 

int that it has:any idea of consulting a 
civil service list: when it came to make ap- 
pointments. : 

The portion of the new Constitution which 
some. believed applies ‘to the Capitol con- 
struction force, as much as it does to any 
employes in the State, is the one which 
Superintendent Aldridge of the Public 
Works Department recently sought ‘to

evade, with such disastrous results. It is 
Section 9 of Article IV. of the new Con- 
stitution, which reads thus: 

Appointments ‘and prornotions in the civil 
service of the State, and of all the civil divisions 
thereof, * * * sha!l be made according to 
nerit and fitness, to be ascertained, so far as 
practicable, by examinations, which, so far as 
praciicable, shall be competitive, 


It is held by some that the places which 
were occupied by the men so summarily 
dismissed two days ago are as much 
‘‘ places in the civil service’? as any other 
like places: where the employe is in the 
service of the State. The Civil Service 
Commission has an’ omnibus rule which 
may cover the appointees to fill the places 
of the discharged men. It reads thus: 

Rule 7—Schedule B shall include ail positions 
now existing or hereafter created, of whatever 
designation,- in any branch of the State service 
which are not specifically designated in Schedules 
A, C, and D, or exempted by law, in the fol- 
lowing grades: , 

First Grade—Employes receiving an annual 
compensation of less than $1,000. 

Second Grade—Employes receiving an annual 
—_ of $1,000 or more, but less than 


Third Grade—Employes receiving an annual 
compensation of $1,200 or more, but less than 
$1,500, 

Rule 8 -Appointments shall be made or em- 
ployment given in the positions in Schedule B_ by 
selection from those persons~ graded highest, as 
the results of open competitive examinations. 

If these rules in connection with the new 
Constitution are held to cover the Capitol 
work, then the spoils hunters who began 
to do business here two days ago will 
meet a disappointment. There will be op- 
portunity for Lieut. Gov. Saxton to show 
the timber he is made of by insisting that 
the new commission shall not become a 
patronage machine. The Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, with Senator O’Connor, was a mem- 
ber of a committee last year which inves- 
tigated the working of the civil service of 
the State. In making their report they de- 
clared emphatically against evasions of the 
civil service, and proposed the stringent 
bill which later came before the Legislat- 
ure. As the Lieutenant Governor is now 
a member of the Capitol Commission, he 
will. be looked to to see that no evasions 
of the civil service are practiced in this 
commission. 

It may turn out that what was intend- 
ed as a grab to help build up the State 
machine may be useless for those purposes. 


THE SUPPLEMENTAL SUPPLY BILL 


Signed by the Governor, with Two 
Important Items Vetoed., 


ALBANY, June 13.—Gov. Morton to-day 
signed the Supplemental Supply bill. Two 
items of appropriation were vetoed. One 
was of $2,000 for some improvements on the 
river near this city, and the other was of 
$25,000 for payment to the Panama Rail- 
road Company for taxes claimed to have 
been excessively levied by the State. In 


vetoing this clause in the bill, Gov. Morton 
gave out the following explanatory state- 
ment: 


It appears that this company during the years 
1881, 1882, 1888, and 1884 paid into the State 
Treasury taxes assessed and levied upon it un- 
der the provisions of the corporation tax law of 
1880 and 1881. By an amendment to the tax law, 
passed in 1885, the liability of the company to 
taxation was reduced, and since then it has been 
taxed upon a different basis. 

In 1891 the Controller resettled and readjusted 
the accounts of. this company for taxes of 1881, 
1882, 1883, and 1884, and thereupon credited the 
company with the sum of $94,025.85. It seems 
quite clear that under the tax laws of 1880 and 
4881 this company was liable for the tax which 
it paid, and that it has no valid claim against 
the State for any part of such taxation, less 
the resettlement by the Controller creates such 
a claim. 

Assuming such resettlement to be valid and 
binding upon the State, the law does not direct 
a repayment of the amount to the company, Dut 
provides for a credit upon future tax; and no 
appropriation to refund tax should be made, un- 
less it be made to appear that the tax was 
erroneously paid. The company is now receiving 
the benefit of the resettlement made. by the 
Controller by credit upon the tax which it is 
now paying annually under the provisions of law. 
This appropriation does not purport to be in full 
settlement of any claim the company may have 
against the State, and if it be approved, other 
appropriations will probably be called for here- 
after. If appropriation is to be made to refund 
the tax paid by this company, it should be made 
in a manner and in an amount which will be 
a full settlement of the whole matter. 


BRIDGEPORT’S’ FIRST CHURCH 


Exercises Held in the Old Congregational 
Temple in Connecticut Yester- 
day Morning. 


BRIGDEPORT, Conn., June 18.—The beat- 
ing of drums announced the commencement 
of services at the First Congregational 
Church this morning. Armed sentinels 
stood at the door. They were attired in 
Colonial costumes, and marched around the 
church, as was the custom in that danger- 
ous period 200 years ago, when the church 
was founded. Inside the _ edifice was 
crowded. 

After prayer was offered by the pastor, 
Dr. Palmer, the original membership of the 
church was read, and responses were made 
by their living descendants. At the conclu- 
sion Judge Morris B. Beardsley delivered 
an address on their behalf. Deacon Row- 
land B. Lacey read a paper describing the 
original boundaries of the parish, a small 
Strip of territory, which then comprised the 


whole town, but is now only a spot in the 
centre of this thriving municipality. 

President Timothy Dwight of Yale Col- 
lege spoke upon ‘‘ The Service of Learning 
the Service of the Churches.” He said the 
relationship between the churches and the 
schools of learning had always been close 
in New-England. The pastors of most of 
them had been, connected with the college. 
The services of the college had been mani- 
fested to the churches in the number of 
young men it had sent out prepared for 
religious work.

Large Supply on the Market and 
the Prices Are Low. 


SOME NEW DESIGNS FOR THIS YEAR 


What a Dealer Says of the Trade and 
the Manufacture and Handling 
of Explosives—Not Much 
Danger, He Says. 


Let the small boy rejoice. There will be 
fire crackers to burn in more senses of the 
word than one this year. There is a larger 
supply on the market than usual, and the 
prices will be reduced one-half. 

Torpedos are quoted about as usual as to 


price, but they are infinitely superior as 
to quality, and there will be lots of them. 
Paper caps will be in great demand, and 
the small boy with a head for. business 
will lay in a stock in advance. The price 
is going up at the rate of 50 per cent. a 
week, and will continue to do soa, for the 
supply ts limited. f 

“There is a big demand for fireworks 
of all kinds,’”’ said Mr. Crowell, the. Super- 
intendent of a big down-town fireworks 
company yesterday, ‘‘and the prices are 
going to be very low. It is difficult to give 
them exactly, for in this business they 
depend largely upon the demand, and vary 
from week to week, accordingly. Fire-crack- 
ers will probably cost at retail from 60 
cents to 75 cents a box, containing forty 
packs, That is for the small crackers. The 
average large ones will retail for about half 
what they did last year. Paper caps are 
going up at the rate of 50 per cent. a week, 
because the prices were so low early in the 
season that the manufacturer would not 
make them up. 

“The manufacturer’s trade begins Jan. 1. 
From March 1 to May 15 the heavy busi- 
ness with the trade jobbers comes on. At 
that time this year we were shipping 
from three to six carloads of goods a day. 
We are working now eighteen hours a day. 

‘“* Torpedoes? The improvement in them is 
made by increasing the sensitiveness of 
the explosive. The more we do that the 
quicker the action of the torpedo and the 
more noise there is. All the fireworks are 
made in this country, except the firecrack- 
ers. We can make those:all right, but we 
can’t compete with the Chinese in price. 
We have to order all our crackers a year 
in advance, and it takes six months to get 
them here. They come all the way by 
sailing vessel. A shipment is 10,000 boxes. 
We couldn’t afford to pay the freight to 


have them come any of the way overland, 
No; there are never any accidents to them 
on shipboard. The insurance on firecrack- 
ers is the cheapest kind. 

“There is not any danger,” and Mr. 
Crowell laughed a very hearty laugh. 
‘* Firecrackers are only made to frighten 
women and children. It is, as Gen. Barlow 
used to say during the war about shells, 
as they flew around, thick and fast, ‘ Noth- 
ing but shells. boys; nothing but shells.’ 
There was a saying that 999 out of every 
1,900 shells went over your head, anyway. 

“If you should pack this buildimg full of 
crackers and set it on fire you would never 
know there was a cracker in it. They. 
would burn. up: before théy could explode. 
There is only the weakest kind of powder in 
them, the sweepings of the powder mills. 

“There are about a million boxes of 
crackers used in this country annually. 
There wilt be rather more than that number 
used’ this year.”’ 

In ‘the office of the firm with which Mr. 
Crowell. is connected hangs a picture of a 
large,, comfortable-looking Chinaman, - in 
the native costume holding a fan in his 
hand. 

‘That is Chow-King,” said.Mr. Crowell. 
He Is the biggest manufacturer of fire- 
crackers in China. He has.a.place in Can- 
ton, from whence the goods are shipped 
down the river to Kongkong. He doés not 
nave a large manufactory. He will have a 
small office and good-sized storehouse con- 
nected with it. From there he gives out 
the materials for the firecrackers to fami- 
lies who come from all around. Whole vil- 
lages will work on them. Fireworks are 
used so much more in China than they are 
here that the people are busy the year 
through. 

‘‘They are given so much paper cut into 
lengths, so much powder, ..so much 
brick dust, so many lengths. of fuse, and 
they put them together and bring them 
back, the flrecrackers completed and put 
up in packages. The manufacturer then 
has labels printed, and puts them on. All 
the members of the family, the little 
children included, take part in the work. 

‘A Chinaman’s work in the field is 
worth ten cents a day, a child’s five cents 
a week. The firecrackers are paid for as 
piece work, and a very expert workman 
might make fifteen cents a day, but you 
see what we have to compete with in 
price. Yes, about the same as our sweat 
shops. 

“All the improvements made in the 
last ten years in fireworks have been made 
in the aerial pieces. Some of the effects 
given in midair from one piece are so 
elaborate that it looks as if they were 
being set off above by some unseen hand. 
Theré are willowtree rockets which cover 
acres of space when they burst, spreading 
and drooping until they reach the ground; 
the electric shower and telescope rockets, 
which give fine effects. Some pretty Httle 
fireworks for the children are the silver 
geysers, electric lights which show crim- 
son and electric.fire, and trolley wheels. 
These are each one cent, and last year 
were two.. The five-cent Ferris wheel is 
absolutely new this year. ' 

‘““We keep a chemist always experiment- 
ing for new effects, and_to obtain the old 
results for less money. We are continuaily 
trying with different combinations of chem- 
feals to produce new varieties of showers, 
colors and sounds. 

‘Speaking of danger, there is veryt little 
in any kind of fireworks. There is very 
little powder in any of them... They are 
made up principally of charcoal. Peovle 
think there is going to be a big explosion 
if there is a fire where there are a great 
many fireworks, but it isn’t so. There is 
so much paper about them that they burn 
before they have an opportunity to do any- 
thing else. There used to be a great cry 
among the insurance men about the fire- 
works places: In 1876 we had a three- 
days’ celebration and the underwriters said 
they would take that opportunity to watch 
the fires, and the rates of insurance should 
be gauged accordingly. Well, there was not 


ea.solitary fire the whole time, so we told 


them they ought not to charge us anything 
for insurance.”’ 

The special watchmen who make them- 
selves both useful and ornamental are al- 
ready adorning the entrances to. the big 
fireworks establishments; the signs, ‘No 
Cigars in the Building,” are up and the 
straw covered packages of. firecrackers and 
boxes of other goods on the sidewalks 
prove to the passer by that the great and 
glorious Fourth is near at hand.

Alvin Thomas, a Cook Swears, Offered, Him 
$309 to Burn His Restaurant 
in Third Avenue. 


Alvin Thomas, twenty-seven years old, of 
537 Third Avenue was held in the Tombs 
Police Court yesterday for examination on 
the charge of arson. Peter Schmitz of 
2,551: Third Avenue swears that Thomas 
gave him $50. on account of $300 to set fire 
to his restaurant at 521 Third Avenue, in 
which Schmitz was cook. 

Carl Mueller, 228 East Forty-first Street, 
swears that while employed as dish-washer 
in Thomas’s restaurant he overheard 
Thomas talking with Schmitz about setting 
fire to the place. 

Schmitz in an affidavit says that he has 
been a cook in Thomas’s’ restaurant for 
the past two.months. Thomas five weeks 
ago first broached his scheme of burning 
out the restaurant, which was insured for 
$1,000. Thomas complained of bad business 
and said, as alleged: 

“The whole business is going to the 
bad. .I don’t. know what to do. The best 
thing would be to blow the old thing up.” 

Thomas, Schmitz swears, agreed to give 
him $50 down and $250 after he had col- 
lected-the insurance. Schmitz refused re- 


peatedly to enter into the scheme. Thomas 
went to him last Sunday in the kitchen, 
Schmitz says, and urged him to do as he 
was _ asked. : 

“This afternoon will be a good time,” 
Thomas is alleged to have said, ‘* because 
customers are few. You just upset a pan of 
fat. I'll wait outside.’”’ 

Schmitz took the $50 offered, put on his 
hat and coat, and left. He gave Mueller 
$7 of the money, and bought a coat for $8 
and a hat for $1.10. He did not see Thomas 
again until ‘he was arraigned in court 
yesterday. 

Mueller swears that Thomas hired him 
as a dishwasher at $5 a week on May 24. 
He had words over a pint of beer with 
Thomas and was discharged last Satur- 
day. He claims to have overheard Thomas 
and Schmitz discuss the arson scheme on 
several occasions. The last and most in- 
criminating conversation he swears he over- 
heard last Friday June 7, through a knot- 
hole in the kitchen floor. He was at work 
in the basement. Thomas, he swears, made 
the offer to Schmitz, adding that he would 
discharge Mueller and so have everything 
in shape. Schmitz, according to Mueller 
said: ‘‘ All right, give me the money.” 

Mueller says that he told Thomas’s wife 
last Monday what he had overheard. Mrs. 
Thomas, he swears, said that if he prom- 
ised to hold his tongue he would be re- 
employed at $10, instead-of $5 a week. 
Then he went to the station and told what 
he knew. 

Mueller admits that he threatened to re- 
venge himself on Thomas for discharging 
him by getting him into trouble for seliing 
bottled beer. . Schmitz says he is not actu- 
ated in the matter by his personal feelings. 

Thomas was arrested at his house. He 
took his arrest calmly. Captain Coleman 
appeared for him... He pleaded not guilty. 

“T’ll fix the bail at $12,500,"" said Justice 
McMahon. “If the attempt at arson had 
been successful, I would have put the bail 
at $100,000. None but real-estate bail will 
be accepted.’’ 

Thomas was locked up in the Tombs. The 
examination was set down for July 19. 


SEVENTY COMMITTEE’S PLANS

Sanitary Inspector Sullivan of the Health 
Department has made a report on the con- 
dition of the Custom House, and Collector 
Kilbreth forwarded it yesterday to Wash- 
ington, It condemns the plumbing and ven- 
tilation, and says that repairs are impossi- 
ble; there must be renewals. 

The inspection was made on complaints 
of persons having business at the Custom 
House.

Ludlow 
for Judge of the Supreme Court, and re=' 
jected the nominations’ of Albert R. Tall- 
man and George C. Smith for Lay Judges 
of the Court of Errors. The nominations of 
F. R. Canfield, for member of the State 
Board of Assessors, and Chandler W. Riker,

The Senate also rejected the nominations 
of Robert Adrain for Prosecutor of Mid- 
dlesex; J. Kearney Rice for Lay Judge of 
the same county; A. H. Swackhamer, for 
Prosecutor of Gloucestser, and Bowman 8.

ITHACA, N. Y., June 13.—The mysterious 
disappearance of the Cornell student, Fred- 
erick Gordon Rew, the only son of E. B.

A reward of $1,000 is 
offered by Mr. Rew, based upon the follow- 
ing sworn.statement by Charles H. Mix of 
Renovo, Clinton County, Penn.: 

On or about the Ist of November, 1894, while 
walking down one of our side streets, I was 
met by what I called a tramp. He was under 
the influence of liquor. He wanted money. [I 
declined his demand, calling his attention to his 
condition. He said: ‘* Look out, you do not 
know me, stranger. I killed a man about a 
month ago, and I presume they would kill me 
up at Ithaca if they knew it.’” He went on to 
say that he met a young man just outside Ithaca 
and asked’ him for 25 cents, and the fellow re- 
fused. He hit him with a club, searched him, 
hid the body until night, then took it to the 
lake, tied a stone to it, and’ going out in a boat 
dropped him into the water. Had I known at the 
time what I afterward read in the paper I would 
have handed him over to the police. I supposed 
he was after money, and did not give his story 
credit. -

The Upward Movement in Stocks Still 
Under Way. 


COALERS AND GRANGERS VERY STRONG 


Leading Industrials Active and High- 
er—The Whisky Trust Declared 
illegal—Remarkable Activ- 
ity in the Tron Trade. 


THURSDAY—P. M. 
The stock market opened strong to-day, 
the bear waid just at the close yesterday 
being entirely ignored. Chicago Gas opened 
1% points up, Sugar a point, Pacific Mail 


5%, and Southern and Northwestern each 
% point. The general list was about % 
point better than the close. London had 
buying orders, but at prices too low to be 
executed in this market. Dispatches told 
of the improving crop conditions and favor- 
able weather in the grain growing dis- 
‘tricts. 

The coal stocks were taken on the ad- 
vance, although Grangers were also strong. 
There was better news concerning coal mat- 
ters, but the belief is becoming strong that 
the difficulties of the situation will 
be adjusted shortly after Mr. Mor- 
gan’s return. The activity in the iron 
trade is regarded with particular satisfac- 
tion. The Iron Age says that the past week 
has been one of the most stirring in the 
trade for many years. It shows an un- 
broken record of advances all along the 
line, and the extraordinary thing is that 
the upward tendency has developed with- 
out the powerful aid of heavy purchases 
by the railways. The railways will un- 
questionably come in later and their pur- 
chases will more than sustain the current 
prices on the market. Sterling exchange 
Was distinctly easier. Railway earnings 
continue to reflect improvement in general 
business. 

Northern Pacific stocks, common and pre- 
ferred, were weak in the face of the general 
strength, but the bonds of the company 
were strong.
